DAUGHTER'S GRIEF | 
ALARMS DR. MENN| 
Cablegrams Bring Distressing 


‘News of Collapse Following 
the Suicide of Baron 
Rothschild. ¥¢ 


FEARS SHOCK’S EFFECT. 


Father Torn Between Doubdts as 


to Advisability of Hastening 
to Stricken Girl in 


Hamburg. 


The plight of Miss Olga Menn, for love of 
whom Baron Oskar Rothschild, the youngest 
son of Baron Albert ‘Rothschild of Vienna, 
committed suicide last y atter his 
father had sternly forbidden to marry 
her, left her father, Dr. Rudolph Menn of 
15 Lincoln avenue, the most distracted man 
in Chicago last night. 

Dr. Menn, who is a member of the staff of 
the German hospital, drove through the 
north side streets up to a late hour, torn be- 
tween doubts as to the advisability of making 
an © start with his son Paul fer 
Hamburg. 

Frequent 
daughter, who is with her mother, wes pros- 


J trated over the tragedy and that grave fears 


were entertained for its effect upon her. Dr. 
Menn is uncertain whether to go to Germany 
or await the return of his daughter and her 
mother to this country, where he hopes time 
will efface the scar of sorrow caused by the 
death of her fiancé. 


May Start Home at Once. 

In consideration of the fact that at least 
eight days would elapse before he could reach 
Hamburg he leangd to the belief that Mrs. 
Menn and her daughter might start home be- 
fore he could join them or go to some health 
we in Germany, where he may join them 
ater 

Every shred of information respecting the 
affair carried with it a story of suffering on 
the part of the father. The neighbors who 
are famillar with the red brick house in Lin- 
coln avenue, where the Menns have lived for 
twenty-five years and where Olga Menn grew 
up from a schoolgirl to an accomplished 
beauty, testified to the sorrow of Dr. Menn. 
which earlier in the day had been expressed 
briefly by the doctor himself. 

The house was put fn charge of a maid and 
a caretaker during the day, and Dr. Menn 
went to the house of Leo Austrian, 1701 Sher- 
idan road. Mrs. nenen 
Menn. 

Little Told by Cablegrams. 

The. cables tell us little except that my 
niece is heartbroken,” said Mrs. Austrian. 
“It is such a horrible thing to happen to my 
poor niece. She thought everything of the’ 
young man, as he did of her, and bis tragic ’ 
death has left her in a state that is dreadful} 
ö think about. 

Tonight Dr. Menn wante ta be alone. ne 
has gone out driving, and I hope it will do 
him good, I think he will go to hisown home 
tonight after the long drive, but I don't know 
what his decision will be in regard to sailing 
for Germany. The details have been meager, 
and no letter, of course, has béen received.” 

“There is no doubt that your niece and 
the baron had planned to marry each bther, 
is there?’ Mrs. Austrian wasasked. 

O, no, no, no,” replied Mrs. Austrian 
quickly. Ot course, they were to be mar- 
ried. That is the saddest thing about 1 
They thought a great deal of each other. 


Expected to Wed Baron. 

“They expected to marry. The story’ as 
published in THz Trisune this morning was 
co „ and I know of nothing to add to it. 
Much ‘of our information came from it.” 

„We have no direct personal information,” 
said Mr. Austrian, supplementing his wife. 
1 dare say Dr. Menn will be able to tell 
what there is to say on the part of the 
family.” 

It was while standing on the steps of his 
home that Dr. Menn wiped tears from his 
eyes as he read a cablegram from his wife 
telling of the blow to their daughter in Ham- 
burg. 

“Her mother cables that she has given 
herself up to grief and has collapsed, said 
the father. Poor girl, she seems to be 
desperate. She refuses to be consoled. 

It is cruel, terrible. The child never has 
known a sorrow before this. She was so 
supremely happy when she went away, so 
certain of her future with the young baron. 


Physician Fears for Girl. 

“The reaction was so sudden that I do not 
see how she will face the bitter disappoint- 
ment. I am afraid for her. 

“Every few hours I receive a message 
from my wife and from the friends who 
have gone to her since they received the 
awful news. 

“ Each cablegram contains more distress- 
ing reports of my daughter's intense grief. 
Our friends in Eurepe were utterly unpre- 
pared for such a tragedy. They did not even 
know of the attachment between my daugh- 
ter and the young baron. Now they are 
doing their best to help my wife and Olga 
through the shock from which even they 
themselves haven't recovered. . 


Father Also Broken Down. 

“J am so broken down myself that I almost 
am afraid to make the journey. It will take 
me more than a week to get there.” 

The doctor told of his daughter's meeting 
with the young baron when he arrived in 
Chicago with a party of friends on their way 


to Europe from the orient. 


Not more than a week after meeting Miss 
Menn, the doctor said, the young baron pro- 
posed marriage. He told her she was dearer 
to him, than title, rank, wealth, and every- 
thing that awaited him in his native land. 

Then the baron left for Vienna, with the 
promise that Miss Menn and her mother 
would follow. 

Tells of Shock to Daughter.

National Bank of Republic Con- 
signment Disappears. 


THEFT, OR AN ACCIDENT? 


Express Officials Puzzled by Burling- 
ton Train Mystery. 


The mysterious disappearance from the 
Burlington through train of $10,000 in cur- 
rency, which was gent by the National Bank 
of the Republic of this eity to the Second 
National bank of Monmouth, l., last Tues- 
day, is puzzling the officials of the Adams 
Express company and the two banks named, 

The money disappeared somewhere be- 
tween Chicago and Galesburg, III., and al- 
though detectives of the express company 
have been at work on the mystery since 
Tuesday evening it was admitted yesterday 
all efforts to locate the missing sum have 
proved futile. 

The loss of the money leaves the Chicago 
bank out that sum at the present time, owing 
to the fact that it sent a duplicate sum to its 
correspondent, the Monmouth bank, last 
Friday. Eventually, however, the bank wil] 
recover the original amount, it is believed, 
from the express company, whether the miss- 
ing sum is recovered or not, as under the 
shipper’s Mability law the express company 
ie said to be lable. 


Bills, if Stolen, Hard to Trace. 

The money was in bills of comparatively 
small denominations, the largest being $100, 
as is the 
theory of several of the investigators, it may 
prove a dificult matter to trace the money. 

The loss is said to have been discovered at 
Galesburg, where R. A. Wilson, route agent 
of the express company, is stationed. Mr. 
Wilson went to the train to check the ship- 
ment, it is said, but the agent of the express 
company aboard the train was unable to find 
the package. The disappearance was re- 
ported at once to the officials of the express 
company in Chicago, and Assistant Genera! 
Agent Hutchinson assumed charge of the 
investigation. 

Detectives and other employés of the ex- 
press company then began a systematic trac- 
ing of the sum etnce the time it was received 
at the offices of the company here until it 
was placed upon the train. The package 
was traced to a point somewhere near Gales- 
burg, it is said, but all further efforts to fol- 
low it beyond that place were fruitices. 

After waiting a short time to allow the em- 
ployés of the express company to make a 
thorough investigation, the Chicago bank 
shipped the second package of an equal 
amount and by the same route to the Mon-

SHOTGUN SQUAD FOR DOGS 


Schuettler Will Tour City Today 
to Plan Campaign. 


STRAYS BITE 42 IN JULY. 


Acting Chief. Afraid Pistols Would En- 
danger Human Life. 


Acting Chief Schuettler is planning to send 
out a squad of policemen armed with sawed- 
off shotguns to kill off all unmuzzied and 
ownerless dogs in the streets of the city. 
While he declares it is impossible to make an 
estimate, he believes there must be thou- 
sands of such dogs at large, and he will tour 
the city in an automobile today to arrange 
for a campaign of extermination. 

The police records show an alarming in- 
cfease in the number of persons that have 
been attacked by these strays, forty-two hav- 
ing been reported bitten this month, and 200 
since Jan. 1. From five to eight are being 
reported daily, and the three police wagons, 
which are capturing between fifteen and 
twenty dogs a gay, are unable to cope with 
the situation. 

„There must be many more children bitten 
than are reported to us, declared the acting 
chief yesterday. Many victims undoubted- 
ly are cared for by their parents. 

“JT have received numerous complaints, 
particularly from the outlying districts and 
suburbs. I am afraid to send out policemen 
with revolvers, as we did last last year, be- 
cause the chances of a defiected bullet strik- 
ing children and grown persons are too great. 
I would not risk the life of one person for 
all the dogs in the city.”

Notices have been sent to more than 800 
beneficiaries of estates to appear before the 
reviewers on Wednesday and Thursday. The 
reviewers, in going over the list of estates 
and the assessments covefing „ are cer- 
tain that the assessors’ figures should be 
boosted in many instances. 

In the case of banks and trust companies 
which control estates and act as trustees, 
conservators, and guardians the officials will 
be notfled to appear before the reviewers 
and show cause why the properties they con- 
trol should not be assessed at a higher figure. 
Bank stock is assessed to the individual 
stockholders, though the total bank stock tax 
is paid by the institution and not the indi- 
vidual stockholders. 

The hearings covering assessments against 
estates held by banks and trust companies 
will be held immediately following the com- 
pletition of the hearings given to individual 
owners and beneficiaries of estates. 


Lewis Going After Dodgers. 

County Attorney Lewis is preparing to go 
after tax dodgers with a big stick. For the 
first time in ten years he has obtained the 
necessary authority from the county board 
to proceed to force by court action the own- 
erg of more than 10,000 pieces of real estate 
in Cook county to pay up their back taxes. 
These, with accrued penalties, it is esti- 
mated, will amount to $2,500,000. 

Should the tax dodgers cause trouble and 
refuse to pay, County Attorney Lewis wiil 
get the courts to forfeit their properties and 
then have the sheriff sell them at auction to 
the highest bidders, the county guaranteeing 
to give legal possession and a clear title to 
the purchasers. | 

The county attorney also is preparing to 
start sult against nal property holuers 
who have failed to file a complete schedule 
of their holdings. A report will be made by 
the assessors within a few days giving a 
list of names of such ns. As soon as 
the report is made Mr. Lewis will start suit 
against each one for $200 penalties. - 


Delinquents.  Daxes. 

The effort to bring delinquent tax payers 
to time is bearing fruit as was indicated 
by a large number of checks to cover the 
payment of back taxes, some of which run 
back as long as five and six years. 

Among those who paid up was Hubert W. 
Butler, former alderman of the Twenty- 
seventh ward. Suit was begun against But- 
ler on July 14 for unpaid taxes on three 
pieces of real estate. He sent his check to 
the county attorney for $586.30. 

J. H. Rice has been sued on an action in 
debt for $176 for back taxes on a lot on 
Washington boulevard. Mr. Lewis said Rice 
has promised to pay up at once. Another 
action in debt has been started against Will- 
fam J. Mayer for taxes unpaid since 1004 and 
amounting to §7,000 on a piece of property 
in Clinton street, near West Polk street.

POLICE SEEK PALS

- Confident of Altman’s Convic-

Acting Assistant Chief of Police Lavin, 
having found the man who he believes ex- 
ploded bomb 31, began an active investigation 
yesterday of the thirty previous outrages.

Lord Gorell Offers a Motion Which Is 
Opposed Vigorously by the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury.

LONDON, July 17.—Lord Gorell, who re- 
signed the presidency of the divorce division 
in order to devote himself to securing cheaper 
divorce facilities, it is stated at the king’s 
earnest request has opened his campaign by 
introducing a motion in the house of lords 
dealing with the subject. 

The cheapest price at which a Londoner 
is now able to obtain a divorce in an uncon- 
tested case is $300. This make divorce avail- 
able only to the rich, and the fact that juria- 
diction is confined to one court in London in- 
creases the costs to litigants dwelling out- 
side the capital owing to the expense of 
bringing witnesses to London. 

Lord Gorell’s motion urged that jurisdic- 
tion should be conferred on the county courts 
where the poorer classes could have their 
cases heard. 

Lord Gorell in introducing the motion 
dwelt on the hardships undergone in this 
connection, and gave instances where poor 
persons saved before they were able to bring 
proceedings which then were undefended. 

The impossibility of obtaining a remedy led 
many to commit bigamy or live in open im- 
morality. 

The opposition to the motion was led by 
the archbishop of Canterbury, who feared 
that to grant wholesale facilities for divorce 
would encourage pressure to make divorce 
obtainable for other causes than now exist- 
ing. He said the case of America where 
the number of divorces is so largely in- 
creased was a lesson to England. 

Viscount Halifax also pointed out the 
American system as an example to avoid. 
He declared divorces were multiplying in 
America three times as fast as the popula- 
tion. 

Upon the lord chancellor undertaking to 
consider the appointment of a committee to 
inquire into the matter Lord Gorell with- 
drew hig motion.

It hardly seems likely such a man as chan- 
céllor can keep much of a check on the 
ardent William. One of Von Buelow’s car- 
dinal virtues was his ability to manage the 
kaiser. He always had done so with more 
or less success, but had contrived to accom- 
plish the trick thoroughly since the country 
expressed its opinion of William's ebullitions 
last winter. 


Relief for the Kaiser. 

No one knows for certain, but the keenest 
observers belive the kaiser now regards him- 
self as a free man again, and that he will 
proceed without much delay to demonstrate 
with prophetic accuracy Bismarck's state- 
ment made when the present emperor was 
still in his teens that ‘ this young man will 
be his own chancellor.” 

Bethmann-Hollwegg however, may prove 
to be made of tougher fiber than people think. 
He enters office as Von Buelow's direct po- 
litical heir. The chancellorship was be- 
queathed him in exactly the same fashion as 
Roosevelt handed down the presidency to 
Taft. He has been Von Buelow’s candidate 
from the start, and is pledged unquestionably 
to continue the Von Buelow policies, 

If he finds the backbone to do 80, all will be 
well, and William will remain in the state of 
part eclipse which the nation ordered for 
him in November. 


Strain of Jewish Blood. 

The new chancellor has a marked strain of 
Jewish blood in his veins through the Beth- 
mann branch of his family, the founder of 
which was driven from Holland in the seven- 
teenth century by anti-Semitic persecution. 
With Colonial Secretary Dernburg, he be- 
comes the second imperial cabinet minister 
of Semitic origin, 

No contemporary German statesman has 
ever been more intimate with the kaiser than 
his new prime minister. They were students 
together at Bonn university and fraternity 
brothers in the famous Borussia society. 

Herr Wermuth, who succeeds to the secre- 
taryship of the imperia! treasury in the cabi- 
net shakeup necessitated by Von Buelow’s 
retirement, is one of the best authorities on 
America in modern Germany. He was the 
German commissioner general at the Chicago 
world’s fair in 1803, and has been prominent- 
ly identified with German-American tariff 
negotiations. . 


LONDON CONTROVERSY RAGES 
OVER DRY CLEANING OF HAIR. 


Sudden Death of Society Woman Fol- 
lowed by Statements of Doctors 
Who Call Process Dangerous.

LONDON, July 17.—The sudden death of a 
society woman during the process of having 
her hair dry cleaned is causing the greatest 
kind of a controversy. Hairdressers protest 
that thie method of hair cleaning is absolutely 
safe, but doctors insist that the woman was 
suffocated by the fumes of the chemicals 
applied to the hair. 

It is said that tetrachloride of carbon, 
which forms the basis of the liquid used, is 
far too dangerous to be handled by hair 
dressers. It is allied to benzine and also re- 
gembles chloroform in its odor, and produces 
death without the intervening period of 
anesthesia. 

It is likely a law will be passed forbidding 
its use, as the case of a French actress who 
was fatally burned during the process was 
followed so quickly by the present case of 
suffccation as to arouse much feeling regard+ 
ing the dangers of the process.

When Hyde's lawyer proceeded to address 
the court the president interrupted him and 
rendered judgment that, as sufficient: proof 
had not been produced to sustain the charge, 
Hyde and hie chauffeur, who bad been 
similarly charged, would be acquitted.

His ambition always breaks 
down when the moment of stress comes, be- 
cause it is not backed by a strong tempera- 
ment. It is palsied over by the bleak shadow 
of self-distrust. 


How He Lost Premiership. 

He wanted to be prime minister and he 
might have been prime minister. When the 
Boer war began he represented the horror 
and hatred of that stupid crime more elo- 
quently than any other man, though, of 
course, it was left for nimble, daring, reck- 
less young Lloyd-George to do the real fight- 
ing by going to Birmingham andother places 
at the risk of his life. 

The mantle of Campbell-Bannerman was 
bound to have fallen upon Morley if he only 
had worked hard enough to get it. Butin 
the moments of despondency and perhaps 
because he wanted the money he settled 

down to writing the biography of Gladstone— 
a task the gigantic labor of which few people 
even realize. 3 
This meant Morley’s practical exile from 
“politics for several years, and when the 
years came to an end he had allowed Asquith 
to rush to the front and stand between him 
and the highest prise in the British empire. 
He had to be satisfied with the Indian secre- 
Aaryship—an office of great dignity and great 
power, but one beset with immense difficul- 
ties. 


Domsstie Grief Adds to Woe. 

Domestic grief came to aggravate the sad- 

mess of the evening of Morley’s days. His 
‘stepson began speculating with the money of 
‘the firm of publishers to which he belonged, | 
He was discovered, tried to commit suicide, 
und was tried convicted, and sentenced toa 
“long term of penal servitude. 
Few scenes are more pathetic than that 
which took place between Lloyd-George and 
Morley about this time. Lloyd-George had 
‘an extraordinary love for his eldest daughter. 
During the first few years of his life in Lon- 
don, when he was too poor to bring up all 
this family from their little village in Wales, 
this child was the hé#tage that came to repre- 
ent the family héarth, und while she was 
“yet a girl of 8 or d she would sit in the 
‘woman's gallery and wait tin she went 
home with her father to their modest house in 
the suburbs. * 4. 

She was thus his — and by and by 
his confidant, his counselor, and his closest 
friend. Just as she was becoming a woman 

und reaching ‘her 17th year, she died after a 
week's iliness. The blow was deadly. Lloyd- 
George has never teally recovered from it. 
The wound opens and bleeds on the least oc- 
easion. He told me that to read the name of 
Wandsworth—that was the subyrb where he 
and his daughter lived in th early years— 
gave him a shock.

“One day while Visiting the house of a 
Welsh friend and colleague in parliament 
he was found sobbing on a sofa in an écstasy 
of grief. He had seen a photograph. of his 
dead child on the table in the room in which

Yation. Morley is an agnostic and a pessimist, 
and had none to give except this:

Heavy Storms Thought Rare, 

The same result has been obtained by Dr. 
Nansen during his Fram expedition. Severe 
thunder storms and rains such as encoun- 
tered by Count Zeppelin on land are not 
believed to occur with frequency around the 
pole. Assuming that operations would be 
inadvisable with a wind blowing at a rate 
of more than twelve miles an hour, experi- 
ments at sea level have shown that in the 
month of July this rete rarely is reached, 
while in June also there are lengthy periods 
of er gaa? calm. Seeing that the sun 
‘in polar regions remains half a year above 
the. horizon, there would be no great danger 
of sudden variations in the temperature, 
which cause loss of gas and ballast. The 
shortness of the distance between Spitzber- 
gen and the pole, about 600 miles, ought to 
make it possible, so Count Zeppelin’s friends 
think, for a dirigible airship to accomplish 
the journey during a period of polar o ; 
in twenty hours. 

The new Zeppelin airship, which will hive 
a capacity of 17,000 cubic meters, would 
carry three 150 horse power benzine motors, 
two of which could keep the airship afloat 
for seventy hours, or, with one working, for 
140 hours. Thus it would be possible to 
reach the pole and come back to Spitzbergen 
or effect a landing in eastern Siberia, Green- 
land, or northern Alaska, distances of, say, 
1,800 miles. 

The return from these inhospitable regions 
would, however, be an expedition in itself; 
hence preference is given to the idea of re- 
turning to the base on Spitzbergen. 


Flowers Are Specially Guarded. 
| The summer show of the Royal Horticul- 
tural society in London is finer than ever this 
year, and special precautions are being taken 
to protect rare specimens of flowers and 
plants. It is not that they are likely to be 
carried away bodily by thieves or to have 
blooms cut from them, though there have 
been instances of both forms of theft in past 
years, but what is likely to happen is that 
unscrupulous. growers may induige in an- 
ther nipping, a simple operation for an ex- 
pert. 

The anther is the little bag at the top of 
each stamen containing the pollen, or fertil- 
izing dust, which must be conveyed to the 
pistil before any seed can be formed. When 
the pollen of one flower is accidentally or de- 
liberately applied to the pistil of another with 
different characteristics, hybrids are pro- 
duced, which in the case of orchids, as every 
amateur knows, may be most curiously 
formed and marked and, therefore, valuable. 


Nips Anthers with Thumbnail. 

The. anther sneak,” as he is known 
among horticulturists, always has a long 
thumbnail. While apparently examining the 
center of a flower he nips off one of the tiny 
anthers and carries it on his nail till he can 
secretly put it in a little box. He 
hastens home and as soon as posible paints 
‘with the pollen of thes tolen anther such 
pistils as he hopes to fertilize. Seeds form in 
due course, and he gets possibly a flower sur- 
passing that from which the anther was 
stolen. 

To such an extent has this mean dishon- 
esty become common that unless a plant is 
continually watched by a guardian, who pre- 
vemts it even being approached too closely, it 
is not likely, if it has any particular noveity 
or beauty, to return to the owner with any 
anthers at all. 

At the Royal Horticultural show every rare 
flower is watched over by a stalwart and 
argus eyed guardian appointed by the grow- 
er, In the background lurk watchful! police 
officers, and the anther sneak will have no 
easy task to secure his spoil... Wire screens 
ruin all the effects of grouping, so the only 
way to protect the precious anthers is by 
having custodians always about. 


London Plans Big Opera House. 

Having almost achieved a national theater 
London is now turning its attention to 
thoughts of a national opera house. The 
rumor of an offer of 91,609,000 for the en- 
dowment of such an institution came as a 
welcome surprise, and speculation was rife 
as to the identity of the donor no less than 
as to the details of the scheme. 
| As opera just barely manages to exist in

Boy Carries Diphtheria Germs. 

London has found out to its horror that 
it possesses several counterparts of the 
New York cook, Mary Mallon, who, cables 
have told us, has been in quarantine for 
several years as a “germ carrier,” al- 
though apparently in the best of health. 

The medical officer of one of the principal 
London hospitals says that at present he 
has in isolation a boy who protests that 
he is perfectly well, but who was acci- 
dentally discovered to be a carrier and dis- 
tributer of diphtheria germs. 

“As a matter of fact.“ the doctor says, 
** he is quite well, but in his throat repose the 
bacilli of diphtheria, which: find their sur- 
roundings congenial and thrive in them. 
If these were transmitted to other persons 
there probably would be an epidemic of diph- 
theria among the persons brought in contact 
with the boy. Consequently he is kept iso- 
lated until the germs have been eradicated, 
but how long that will take it is impossible to 
say.

Liberia supervising the collection of cus- 
toms in order to insure the payment of an 
English loan. ‘The French also are interested 
in the financial situation. 

It became evident to the state department 
some months ago that unless the United 
States went to the assistance of the republic 
it would disappear and the territory would 
be divided between England and France. 
As there are in Liberia about 40, 000 or 50,000 
descendants of ne@groes sent or emigrated 
from the United States; Mr. Roosevelt and 
the state department took a lively interest 
in the condition of the government. It was 
decided to send 4 commission to make an 
investigation and to report what interven- 
tion, if any, should be made by this country. 


Taft Comes to the Rescue. 


Mr. Roosevelt recommended an appropria- 
tion of $20,000 to pay the expenses of the 
commission, but congress refused to comply 
with his request until President Elect Taft 
also dec! himself in favor of the plan. 

The conimission was appointed by Mr. Taft, 
went to Liberia, and now is preparing its 
report. 

Liberia has been an orderly country. Only 
one revolution has taken place in its history, 
and that resulted in the death of the man who 
‘aspired to dictatorship. ‘There were ho other 
casualties. The difficulty, however, is that 
the American negroes who organized and 
settled in the republic have had to contend 
with the wikierness and savage tri 


petent.

Sweden’s Experience Valuable. 


The great value of the scientific prepara- 
tion of a tariff bill by experts is demonstrated 
by the experience of the kingdom of Sweden. 

In 1906 the Swedish government appointed 
a commission to make a thorough investiga- 
tion of the tariff situation of the country. 
The members were one of the bureau chiefs 
of the customs department, the manager of a 
paper mill, the chief of the commercial divi- 
sion of the foreign office, one wholesale mer- 
chant, two manufacturers, and two members 
of parliament.

There 
was the ballet, as it le exploited by Adelaide 
Genee, and there was art dancing, as it was 
introduced by Isadora Duncan. Dosens have 
followed this last school and in each exam- 


ple the breeze wafted costume of Isadora | 


Duncan became more and more diaphanous. 

Success depended upon the nearness to 
nature the costuming for the dance could be 
devised. Public opinion was all for it rather 
than against it as one much heralded per- 
formance showed. This was at a studio in 
which a Berlin woman performed a dance— 
an art dance, so called—which was supposed 
to illustrate the fall of Eve. There was a 
belt of foliage worn by the dancer, but this 
did not surprise the women visitors and al- 
though neither Adam nor the serpent was in- 
cluded in the performance, the interpretation 
was voted tobe perfect. : 8 

But Rita Sacchetto refused to follow the 
pace set by this class of art dancers—the 
only ones it was claimed who could make 
art dancing successful. She also refused to 
compromise on costume. She would not even 
follow the idea of “ classic "’ draperies for her 
dances. Instead of undressing for them she 
dressed for them. By this bold maneuver, 
it is believed, as much as the beauty of her 
dancing, Sacchetto has won the Berlin pub- 
lic. They are crazy over her and praise het 
as enthusiastically as do the Italians. 

She is just as far away from the old classic 
ballet steps as Isadora Duncan, although the 
American girl's efforts are probably more 
highly artistic in motive. Signorina Sac- 
chetto, for instance, hae never danced Bee- 
thoven. She draws the line at Rameau, al- 
though to illustrate her Gainsborough dance 
she selects the music of Bach’s ‘ English 
Suite.” It was of her dancing in this cherac- 
ter that Gabriele d’Annunzio wrote: 

“There is a kind of suppressed sorrow in 
this dance music of the eighteenth century. 
In hearing it one’ seems to see an autumnal 
park in which pairs of tender lovers dance 
on the damp roses before they speak an 
everlasting farewell.“ 

Handel's Sarabande,“ Mozart's minuets, 
and Bach's gavottes are other music to which 
the Italian dances clad in the costume of the 
duchess Of Devonshire, broad brimmed hat 


ornamented with plumes and blond curly wig. 


In the tarantella of Chopin, pale, with her 
hair falling down over her shoulders, she 
dances in the demoniacal haste and fury 
of a woman who is struggling to free herself 
from poison. 

Dressed in a copy of a costume from one of” 
Titian’s paintings, she holds the castanets 
in her hands and moves with the grace of a 
Spanish aristocrat. Then she acts in panto- 
mime the whole of Biset's Djamileh "’ dance.

Sembrich does 
with her vocal cords. Signorina Sacchetto 
thus covers a wide range of emotional ex- 
pression in her dancing.

*“ Lottie, you sit down,“ he said. Lottie 
had worked in The Golden Girl.” Wayburn 
knew just what she could do. Knew how well 
she danced, how well she could sing, what 
the colors of her hair and eyes were, and 
the way she could “ wear stunning gowns. 
Dressed in tights, ready for a strenuous dan- 
cing number, or clothed in a stunning ball- 
room gown dancing the stately minuet, Lot- 
tle was equally at home, and Way burn knew 
all about her. 

There were several Lotties whom Way- 
burn knew just as well. He directed them 
to be seated—fourteen in all—while he turned 
his attention to the less known and less ex- 
perienced ones.

It's not 
Silly, said Wayburn in reproach. *‘ There's 
nothing funny in finding a girl who can’t 
smile right. I've seen a lot of ringers as to

It was in his dressing room at the Co- 
lonial and he was trying to remember the 
lines that had brought the best laughs in 
his musical comedies. 

„A line may have a good laugh in it, but 
it is another thing to get it out. First you 
have to attract attention to what is to be 
said by a motion—that gets them ready to 
catch the words—but it has to be a motion 
that means something. I am all the time 
keeping at my people to keep them from 
gesticulating when it doesn't mean any- 
thing. That is the great trouble with stage 
people—they lack repose and then when they 
do make a move that is intended to say 
something it is lost. But at the same time 
the joke often depends on the way the people 
that lead up to it whoop her.”

‘The question that the other person asks 
is really the most important thing about the 
line that is to make the hit. If he doesn’t 
come with it just at the right Moment and 
get it over distinctly enough it spoils the 
joke. To muff this question is the oldest and 
most popular way of taking it out on some- 
body,’ and settling old scores that is known 
on the stage. But even with everybody 
doing his best ij is easy to spoil the scene 
that way. 

Some little unforeseen thing may have 
taken the attention just before and in my 
own plays when I think the question did not 
carry I always ask over again,‘ What was it 
that you asked?’ They always know then 
that there was danger that the question did 
not carry and that gives them a chance to 
put it distinctly and get full value out of it, 
Take, for instance, the line about the coat 
in the studio scene from Mary's Lamb.’

% Fine coat you have,’ is the leader. ‘ Do 
you like it’ I say here—that helps to attract 
the attention before I continue: It used to 
be a vest until I had sleeves put In it.’ 

That was a good line, added Carle, back- 
ing in expressively from the outside with his 
coat talls drawn up under his arm to look like 
a Tuxedo. He is a great illustrator, is Carie, 
when he is trying to explain by gestures and 
grimaces what he means by whooping her 
up.“ ete, 

Suddenly he goes to the door again and 
begins to do over a part of the first act of 
The Tenderfoot ’’ which is just finished. It 
is the part where he bumps—or is bumped— 
like a ping pong ball against each side of the 
door in making his exit. 

„Now, I have noticed,” he explains, that 
ever since we have been playing ‘ The Ten- 
derfoot ’ that bit of business didn't get all the 
laugh that was coming to it. It just came to 
me tonight—too late to do it—that I remem- 
bered that I used to come back and shrink 
myself up in the middle of the door sili this 
way—and hold my hands down close to my 
sides—this way. Finally I felt my way care- 
fully over the door sill. That was what used 
to get the laugh, and yet here we have been 
playing ft ten nights besides rehearsals and 
I hadn’t been able to rememder it until to- 
night.

„ gome of the best things are spontaneous, 
and then when the laugh is heard one has 
got to have hie memory ready like jack 
screws to hold down the thing that brought 
it together. with every accurate detall of how 
it occurred and what led up to ft. Often 1 
will work over a line, and yet I can’t get it to 
go right until the key to it comes sponta- 
neously during the performance. Sometimes 
the audience will read something into a piece 
this way that you didn’t know was in it your- 
self. Again it is one thing to see a point your- 
self and another to get it in shape so that the 
audience will see it. 

‘* Sometimes I have a situation that I know 


is all right for alaugh. I know that the laugh 
is there, just as the artist sees a face in the 
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rough clay—but I will have the deuce of a 
time shaping it up. I will think over it and 
think over it and then put it in shape so that 
I think it will go. It doesn't make any hit, 
although I know that all the elements of the 
thing—contrast, point, etc.—are there. Then 
some night when we are playing it I will 
change it on the spot. It was this way with 
one of the best laugh getting lines that I ever 
epoke.

Nou remember in Mary's Lamb where 
Leander catches Mary with his affinity for 
the third time, and he says, ‘ Pretend you 
don't know me’? In the original it was 
written, ‘ Treat me like a perfect stranger,’ 
but I had to change the line to make it go. 
Yet everything but the wording was the 
game. The audience had seen Leander's 
wife find him with his affinity three times in 
quick succession. The same contrast wae 
here and the same absurd excuse. Yet when 
it read Treat me like a perfect stranger no- 
body laughed. For the Hot me I couldn't 
see why it wae until I suddenly changed it 
to * end you don’t know me,’ and the 
laugh came right back. 

“But which was the best line? It is hard 
to tell. The one in The Tenderfoot where 
the professor is told he is a 4— 4 fool,’ 
and he answers in a matter of fact tone, 
Father says the same thing.“ is a good one. 
It was always a laugh getter. Then there 
wae the one about the key in Mary's 
Lamb.“ When she gives the key to Leander 
he gays: And I can go out tonight if I 
want to Tes.“ she replies, and he turns 
to the audience and says: ‘ Something with- 
in me tells me that I shall go out ‘tonight.’

Puppets First Used 
to Work Out Big Play. 


What was perhaps the greatest dramatic 
spectacle next to the Passion play at Ober- 
mergau, the performance of Joan of Are 
Harvard college, with Maude Adams as 
Joan, was worked out to military correct- 
ness by means of puppets. John W. Alexdn- 
der had a scene model of the stadium made 
upon a small scale and true in every detail. 
Two armies of tiny soldiers each made in a 
sine corresponding to the sise of the man 
in the field were used to work out the 
tableaux in the battle sce 
These armies moved in tactical bat- 
tlefleld maneuvers, taken from authoritative 
war paintings, many of them by Boutet de 
Monvel. The idea for one of the most strik- 
ing tableaux was taken from Meissonier’s 
celebrated canvas called 1807." This was 
where Napoleon was shown mounted on a 
horse standing on the brow of a hill with the 
cavalry charging in the plain in front of him. 
In the production this was where Joan of 
Are was seen standing at the brow of the hill 
outlined againet the sky, and seated on the 
traditional white horse, overlooking the 
armies in the plain below. 
In addition to the army of theater hands 
used in the production were masters of the 
horses used in the battle.

Two 
cars are shown moving in opposite direc- 
tions, the slant of the trolley poles and 
heavy black arrows indicating this. Dot- 
ted lines mark the path of the passenger 
after alighting. The policeman’s uplifted 
hand calis attention to the fact that the 
constant danger of the situation is ap- 
preciated. The falling bundles tell of the 
passenger's fright. 

The pictures on all the cards are those 
of women, as if to emphasize the need 
of care on their part. But for men and 
women alike the warning words quoted 
before make a good motto, “ Vigilance is 
the price of agfety.” .

She ts married to 
Roger, Count d’Autier, Marquis de la Roche- 
briant, whose name will be found in tha 
“ Hozier,”” and in other standard works of 
reference enumerating the members of the 
French nobility. Both her husband and her 
little girl are living, and are in France. 80 
that as far as the lady herself is concerned, 
her status, as far as birth and marriage are 
concerned, is irreproachabla. 


— 

But she has no power to sell the baronial 
title of Mecklenburg, which came to her by 
birth, nor any of the dignities of her hus- 
band. These can only pass to another per- 
son by descent, in the male line, direct. The 
law of France, to which country the Mar- 
quis de la Rochebriant and his titles belong, 
is most explicit on this point, and he has no 
power whatsoever to transmit to a stranger 
any of his dignities, not even if he adopted 
the individual, or married him to his daughb- 
ter, If there were a monarchy in France it 
would be in the power of the king or em- 
peror to create afresh one of the titles of the 
Marquis de Rochebriant, in tfavor of his 
adopted child, or in behalf of the husband 
of his daughter. But France is today ruled 
by a republic, and the government declines 
to create titles, but merely contents itself 
with causing its minister of justiee and keep- 
er of the great seal to register and legalize 
those titles of nobility which are borne by 
persons who can prove their lawful right 
thereto, by indisputable documentary official 
proofs of descent in the male line direct. 
The de la Rochefoucaulds, the Harcourts, 
the Sabrans, and, in fact, most of the present 
heads of the ducal houses of France, have 
taken the trouble to thus establish thelr 
rights to the titles which they bear, and in 
the case of demise, the heir is compelled to 
register afresh the honors to which he has 
succeeded. Unless the titles are thus regis- 
tered and legalized by the present govern- 
ment, they are without legal value, and can- 
not be used in any official document. 

Under the circumstances, it would be in- 
teresting to ascertain whether the twenty- 
nine French titles.of nobility which the Mar- 
quise de la Rochebriant advertises as being 
ready to sell to the highest bidder, in behalf 
of her husband, have been registered by the 
French minister of justice, and received the 
recognition of the government, under the 
great seal of France. The registration is an 
expensive process, in 
stamp duties payable for each title, and it 
is difficult to reconcile the marquise’s story 
of the poverty of her husband and daughter 
with the beef that the registration of all 
these twenty-nine titles has been effected and 
paid for. On the other hand, if they have not 
been registered by the French department of 
justice, then they are not worth the paper or 
parchment on which they are written, so far 
as the laws of France are concerned have no 
legal value, and are even unlawfully borna 
by the marquis @imself, who would be sub- 
ject not merely to fine but also to imprison- 
ment were he to use them in the signing of 
his name to any official document.

Not long ago a fairly well known writer 
called on me on the eve of his departure for 
Europe for the purpose of obtaining some ad- 
vice with regard to the rather odd mission 
with which he had been charged by the edi- 
It was to go 
abroad and purchase a title of nobility at the 
expense of the magazine and then to write up 
the proceedings for the benefit of the readers 
of the publication. I informed him that his 
mission was doomed to failure and his case 
hopeless, now that the tiny republic of San 
Marino, acting upon the advice of the Italian 
government, had put a stop to its sale of no- 
biliary titles. No Buropean government sells 
them, for can any noble, no matter what the 
country to which he belongs, dispose of his 
nobiliary honors by sale. He can trans- 
mit his name to a stranger, by adoption, af- 
ter fulfilling certain legal requirements, but 
not any title of nobility, and everywhere in 
continental Europe the governments have 
adopted the same rules asin France—namely: 
that titles cannot legally be borne or used 
without the consent of the government, which 
is only granted when direct, legitimate de- 
scent in the male line can be shown. 

There is but one exception to this rule— 
namely: in Spain. There alone is it possible 
for a man to acquire a title, not by purchase, 
but by marriage. That is to say, if a com- 
moner, be he native or alien, marries a Span- 
ish duchess, marquise, or countess in her own 
right, then he becomes, by marrying her and 
without any further process, a duke, a mar- 
quis, or a count, as the case may be, being 
compelled, however, to adopt her name in 
leu of his own, along with her title. An in- 
stance of this kind was the case of the late 
Grenville Murray, famous as an English 
diplomat, journalist, and author, the asso- 
ciate of Edmund Yates and the founder of the 
London World. who, after being driven into 
foreign exile by his trouble with Lord Carring- 
ton, married the only daughter and hetress 
of an old Spanish count, and on the latter's 
death inherited, as his wife's husband, her 
father’s honors and name. 

— 

In order to understand how the late Sir 
Tristram Tempest of Tong Hall, in Tork 
shire, happens to be succeeded not only in his 
estates but also in his baronetcy by Capt. 
Frederick W. R. Ricketts, it must de ex- 
plained that the real patronymic of the de- 
ceased baronet was not Tempest but Ricketts. 
The Tempests are one of the most ancient of 
the great houses of the north of England, 
founded by Richard Tempest, lord of the 
manor of Bracewell, in the reign of William 
the Conqueror. Henry Tempest held a com- 
mand at the battle of Flodden Field, and Sir 
Piers Tempest accompanied Henry V. into 
France, receiving knighthood on the field of 
Agincourt. It was through his marriage to 
Eleanor Mirfield that Tong Hall was brought 
into the Tempest oe s 

Sir John Tempest of f Tong Hall received a 
baronetcy from Charles II. immediately after 
the latter’s restoration. On the death of the 
fourth baronet without issue his title lapsed 
and Tong Hall and the remainder of the es- 
tates, as well as the representation of the 
Tong Hall and principa} branch of the Tem- 
pest family, went to his cousin, Elizabeth 
Tempest, granddaughter of the second baro- 
net and married to Thomas Plumbe. Her 
son, John, inherited all the Tempest property 
and with the consent of the crown assumed 
the name and armorial! bearings. of the Tem- 
pests. Tong Hall and the Tempest estates 
passed eventually, in default of male issue, to 
his daughter. Henrietta, married to Admiral 
Sir Cornwallis Ricketts. Their son, Sir Rob- 


ert Ricketts, holder of the Ricketts baronet- 


cy; created in 1828, assumed by direction of 
his mother's will the name of Tempest on in- 
heriting Tong Hal) and the Tempest prop- 
erty. and in consequence there>f became Sir 
Robert Tempest, — of Sir Robert Rick- 
etts.

Dr. von Bethmann-Hoilweg is a man of 
an eritirely different stamp, ahd far better 
qualified to deal with the reichstag. the re- 
spect of which he has acquired as minieter 
of the Interior.

He 
has never attempted to shitie as a raconteur, 
conveys the impression of being more prone 
to gravity than to merriment, and, thanks to 
this, has succeeded in convincing parliament 
of the absolute sincerity of his speeches. 


| The latter, though plain and brief. are lucid, 


abounding in substance. In fact. it is doubt- 
ful whether the emperor could have found 
any one better qualified to win over the 
reichstag to his financial views and to his 
ideas of domestic policy than his old univer- 
sity classmate and fellow Borussian, Theo- 
bald von Bethmann-Hollweg. 

While the kaiser has undoubtedly appointed 
him to succeed Prince Buelow in consequence 
of his being more likely than Gen. Count 
Wedel, Prince Radolin, Prince Fuerstenberg, 
or any of the other men mentioned In connec- 
tion with the chancellorship to secure the 
sanction of the reichstag to the project ot the 
government, yet it must not be assumed from 
this that he has been obliged by the written 
or unwritten laws of the constitution to con- 
sult the wishes of parliament in making the 
nomination. In England, for instance; in 
France, and in Italy—indeed, in most coun- 
tries enjoying a constitutional form of gov- 
ernment—the ruler is restricted in his choice 
of a. premier to the leaders of thé political 
party commanding a legislative majority. In 
Germany, however, the kaiser is theoret- 
feally and constitutionally untramme led in 
his choice of the chancellor, who is to ali in- 
tents and purposes the prime minister of the 
empire. William is not required to. consult 
either parliament or federal council, nor even 
to defer in the matter to his fellow sovereigns 
of the confederation, amcng whom, ap em- 
peror he is primus inter pares. 

The chancellor, helding his bonn ewt 
solely from the emperor. is accountable who!- 
ly and entirely to the latter; and in the past 
the. kaiser has left his chancellors free to 
maneuver as they saw fit with the various 
factions of the reichstag as long as lesisia- 
tive majcrities were secured by some mean 
or another for the measures to which par- 
liamentary sanction was indispensable. 
Prince Bismarek, Count Caprivi. Prince Ho- 
henlohe, and, more recently, Prince Buelow 
hawe each of them allied themselves ‘first 
with one political party and then wh an- 
other, not by reason of any community of 
principles or of views but solely as a matter 
of expediency; that is to say, in ‘order to 
obtain its support to seme government bill. 


And oftentimes this support has constituted 


a subject of barter, and the Center party, 
which practically represents the Reman 
Catholic interests, has been able.to obtain 
many concessions to the church and to the 
latter's religious orders in return for its lég- 
islative assistance. 

Prince Bismarck repeatedly proclaimed in 
the most brutally outspoken fashion, while 
chancellor, that he belonged to nome of the 
political parties, that he had no use for them 
or for their aspirations, excepting in so far 
that he needed their approval to the” meas- 
ures for which, under the terms of the con- 
stitution, their sanction was necessary. Of 
course this has had the effect of sapping the 
confidence of the reichstag in the chancellor. 
Each party realized that the reichskansler 
was indifferent to its aims and wishes, that 
his sole purpose was to get the government 
bills through, no matter by what means. In 
fact, there was an absclute lack of mutual 
sympathy and confidence, and this goes far 
to explain why, during the space of twenty 
years, no less. than five chancellors should 
have succeeded one another at the palace in 
the Wtihelmstrasse at Berlin.

The emperor realizes the drawbacks of this

Most intelligent people understand that it is unnecessary to have 
their houses overrun with rats or cockroaches. It ought to be as 
well understood that it is just as unnecessary for a community to 
allow its water supply to carry the germs of typhoid fever or cholera.

of risk is involved. That business man Who refuses to accept the 
gage no longer classes with the modern man of business. Competi- 
tion for entrance to business opportunities is sharp enough to make 
risk inevitable in the’ venture. What, then, is possible for the young 
man who has just enough to frighten him? 

In my opinion the young man who through the hard process of 
saving succeeds in acquiring money yond his years and experi- 
ence of life, is more handicapped by it than benefited. Venture- 
someness by nature belongs to youth. It is the impulse which, exer- 
cised and modified and directed by experience, tends to develop in- 
dividuality and character. In all men it has been remarked that pos- 
session of wealth has a tendency to inspire conservatism. The rich 
radical is almost unknown. If possession in this manner affects men 
of already ripened age and experience, how much more influence must 
we expect of it upon the young man, precocious beyond his years? 
For it is precociousness in the boy which prompts him to saving. 
It is a departure from the normal standard. In the case of the 
average boy, a coin in his pocket burns him. Having it he wants 
to spend it immediately. He seeks to discover something which may 
induce him to part with his money. | 

Most men grown to maturity and looking back on their boyhood 
and early manhood are agreed that they “didn’t make the most of 
their opportunities.” Of course they didn’t, being normal. They 


took occasion to learn the lesson of foolishness while young and when 
in a business sense it cost the least. On the other hand my ob- 
servation has shown me scores of young men, obsessed by the desire 
to save, 
never experienced that youth which nature intended and which in 
the end left them old and fossil caricatures of men. 

That capacity for saving, even for .a certain fixed purpose, is 
something to be inculcated in the normal boy by the slow process of 
discipline. To save on the wide, general principle that som day his 
savings may be necessary, is a lesson that the young man himself 
finds hard to learn. That normal young man, strong and optimistic 
in his youth, finds it hard to anticipate a rainy day.” To th? 
extent that it is forced upon bim, he must sacrifice yoyth itself. 

Can you imagine a neighborhood of boys, schooled to.-careful 
saving of every penny finding its way to them, having social relations 
in the sense that youth seeks them? It is impossible. However so- 
ciability may be possible among norma! children without the necessity 
of a penny to spend, it is a dwarfed, distorted, unreal thing when 
among them the principle of miserliness is the rule. 

It requires a sound, ripened judgment in a man to decide when 
and where and how much to save, even after the necessity for sav- 
ing something has been forced upon him.

THE H. W. GOSSARD COMPANY 
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Now Diclares Bernard Shaw. 
By Malcolm Watson. 


LONDON. — [Special Correspondence. -- 
Bernard Shaw and the censor have been at 
n again. Like cat and dog they never come 
within arm’s length without trying to maul 
dach other. Or, rather, Shaw does the maul- 
ing, while the censor is compeiled to sit down 
under it. Shaw’s latest grievance is that his 
persistent foe has refused to license a little 
gkit called Press Cuttings,” written for the 
Women's Suffrage society. 

In a chat I had with him on the point he 
resolutely insisted that the king was at the 
Bottom of all the trouble. There may be 
gust a grain of justification for the charge 
fmasmuch as the lord chamberlain holds his 
office by right, solely and wholly, of his 
majesty. And to my personal knowledge 
the latter has for some considerable time 
past displayed a deep interest in all that 
affects our stage, which he is determined to 
keep as clean and wholesome as possible. 

This time, however, Shaw is not accused 
of immorality, but of endeavoring to carica- 
ture Balfour, Asquith, and Lord Kitchener. 
Two of his characters are names, respective- 
fy, Balequith, and Mitchener, but, as Shaw 
remarked to me, “ one might travesty either, 
but how are you going to caricature @ mix- 
ture of both?” The controversy has had the 
usual result of giving Shaw «@ splendid ad- 
vertisement, while his piece is to be played 
at two private performances, for which any- 
body can secure an invitation at the modest 


“price of $5.25. 


— 

Tt is not always the unexpected that hap- 
pens. Occasionally its opposite, “the e- 
pected,” is given an inning. Of the truth 
of this we have just had conclusive proof. 
During the last few weeks everybody has 
been talking about the possibility of estab- 
lishing a real repertory theater in London. 

Charles Frohman rushed into the arena 
with his own pet scheme for something of 
the kind, while Herbert Trench, poet and 
visionary, followed close on his heels with 
@ similar project to be carried out at the 
Haymarket, 

Trench, as I stated some time ago, is a 
cultured man of letters and an enthusiastic 
supporter of the drama, but he has no prac- 
tical experience of the stage and, after all, 
you can’t run a theater on theories, however 
promising they may be, with any hope of 
showing a profit at the end of the year. He 
has two millionaires behind him, one of 
whom its Lord Howard de Walden, an am- 
ditious playwright, who has produced ona 
or two poetical plays on his own account. 

— 

+ The idea was to present new pieces on the 

first three evenings of the week, reserving 
the other three for what Trench describes as 
his “long run play.“ There were to be con- 
stant changes of program and all sorts of 
experiments were to be made. All this looked 
— pe enough on paper and was most 
lust applauded by the disciples of the ad- 

vanced school. It would help to encourage 
young authors; it would give employment to 
an in number of actors; it would 
serve to vitalize the theater generally. But 
from the outset I have never been blind to 
the enormous difficulties attached to such 
@ project; difficulties connected with authors, 
with ticket speculators, or, as we term them 
here, the Bond street libraries,” and, above 
and beyond all, with the public itself. 


_ 

Blowly but surely the seriousness of the 
obstacles in his way has been forced on Her- 
bert Trench’s notice, and this week the c- 
max was reached. In a lengthy interview I 
had with him yesterday he frankly admitted 
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that the original lines laid down for his 
repertory theater have had to be abandoned. 
He is still quite determined to persevere in 
his intention of selecting playa only for 
“their artistic merit and not for any 
chances they might have of proving popular. 
Of course if you have a capital of $376,000 
at your back you can afford to do this—so 
long, at any rate, as the capital remains, 
But it does not necessarily follow that be- 
cause a piece fails to catch the public fancy 
it must possess “ high artistic merit.” 


— 

Trench, then, deapite his preliminary flour- 
ish of trumpets, is to start at the Haymarket 
in September justas any other ordinary man- 
ager might start elsewhere. He has selected 
a revival of King Lear for his initial ven- 
ture with Norman McKinnel, up to lately 
Lena Ashwell’s producer,“ as the king. 
After a year or thereabouts he hopes that--I 
quote his own words—“ strengthened by the 
confidence of the Public, by the experience 
gained respecting its tastes, and by the prac- 
tical knowledge I Shall then have acquired, 
I shall be able to take up the repertory the- 
ater question again. 

So may it be. Yet to me, at any rate, it 
seems doubtful that whet men like Tree, 
Alexander, even Irving himself, have failed 
to accomplish, or have prudently decided to 
avoid, will be successfully achieved by @& 
manager like Trench who comes to the busi- 
ness, full of ideas as he may be, wholly 
lacking in experience. And now I am wait- 
ing to see what Charles Frohman will do. 
He also has promised us a repertory theater 
at the Duke of York's, beginning next Feb- 
ruary. Clearly, however, his position differs 
essentially from that held by Trench. 

— ; 

It is an old showman’s axiom that what you 
lose on the roundabouts you may make up 
on the swings, and Frohman can well afford 
to drop a good deal of money in London, pro- 
vided by so doing he can secure the mate- 
rial wanted to keep his theaters in America 
going. It will be interesting to watch how 
his scheme works out in practice. 

The principal difficulty Trench met with 
lies with the dramatists—those, at any rate, 
of established position—who naturally are 
firmly opposed to any system of short runs 
involving a sudden cessation of royalties. 
One or two there are, nevertheless, like Bar- 
rie, to whom Frohman in the past has paid 
enormous amounts, who can well afford to 
regard his project with equanimity, know- 
ing that sooner or later they will be rewarded 
for any immediate sacrifice made. Then, 
again, there are enthusiasts like Granville 
Barker in whose eyes pecuniary recompense 
is the last consideration. On such as these 
he can pretty confidently rely for cotpera- 
tion. 

— 

An old bone of contention has been thrown 
to the newspapers again in thé shape of a 
complaint by Marc Klaw that no American 
actor or actress can hope to receive justice 
at the hands of the London critics. Froh- 
man has put on the gloves in defense of those 
men whose consistent fairness, and even oc- 
casional exaggerated clemency, he is at pains 
to insist on. He cites, among other exam- 
ples, the cordial welcome extended to Will- 
lam Gillette, to William Collier, and to Rose 
Stahl, who themselves have always been 

rompt to acknowledge the kindness shown 
toward them. 

The truth is, London is always ready to re- 
ceive with open arms whatever is good, or, at 
least, whatever it considers to be good. Com- 
paring the sledge hammer methods of some 
of the American critics with those of the

They have more than carried their share of

Now they have passed practically from 
the larger cities of the country, and the type 
has become an exception sufficiently rare 
to de classified as unusual. 

The modern newsboy, the one who handles 
_ the great majority of the thousands of 
papers sold daily in a big city, is not a Little 
Jimmie with bare feet, etc., as may have 
been called to the attention of many by the 
funeral a week ago of Vincent Titio. Hels 
more often a grown man who has children 
of his own, and who-last blow to the pretty 
picture!—has a bank account and real estate 
boldings that would please many business 
men to have. 

That is the modern news boy of the 
big city, as the figures at the head ofthis 
toiumn indicate.

These are the barest figures of the situa- 
tion. Add to them the fact that dogens of 
mewsboys are investors in real estate, that a 
score of them in a pinch each could schedule 
property worth $20,000, that several could 
gouble this amount without trouble, and that 
two, and possibly three, branching out as in- 
dependent agents are to be rated dangerous 


pear the $100,000 class, and it will be seen | 


that the ‘ dear little newsboy,” in Chicago at 
least, is to be pitted no longer. 

The picturesque figure has had its day. The 
modern newsboy is a business man gad «a 
man of substance. His stock in trade is 
, gOmething more than the proverbial bundle 
of papers under his arm *’—much more. 

In the fisst place, there is the matter of @ 
location, and the location of a news stand 
ig of as much if not more importance than 
that of the average retail business. The news 
Stand has got to “ catch em on the run,“ or 
not atall. If the stand doesn’t happen te be 
where “ they ‘"—meaning the crowds—“ run,” 
it doesn’t exist. A man will go out of his 
way to buy a favorite cigar, a collar, or a 
hat; but he wants his paper served up te 
him as he brushes along—and he gets it. 

Bo the matter of a location fs the whele 
thing; and that is why $500 not infrequently 
is paid for the mere privilege of standing 


or the corner of a walk where crowdr are. 


thickest. The northeast corner of Clark and 
Madison streets was sold for that amount a 
few years ago. The stand that now occupies 
the southwestern corner of Madison and We 
bash avenue paid §800 for the privilege.

Prices Based on Results. 

Fight hundred dollars for place to stand 
and sell papers seems a whole lot of money 
for nothing tangible, but when the results 
are calculated ft doesn’t look so high. The 
ran who buys such a corner invests his 
money into something which he knows will 
pay him returns. It 10, practically, the only 
investment required to set him up in a pay- 
ing business. He neede no money for his 
stock; no money for rent; none for lights, 
heat, or other expenses inevitable to the 
ordinary business. 

Once he has secured his stand he is ready 
for business. A place to stand, and his 
papers, and he is “fixed.” He will, if he is 

on the class of corners mentioned, earn $4. 
— here downtown he can make §3 6 
day. This is clear profit. And if he wishes 
to sell out he knows that he can do ao at 
least for the amount he paid. 

“It’s a cinch after you've got a good cor~- 

r” is the newsboy’s verdict. “All you 
got to do then is to hand em out hot and 
things will come to you. But you got to 
tend to business, of course.” 

And the downtown newsboy does tend to 
business, let there be no mistake about that. 
In hie own vernacular—Business is his front 
name. He gets down to his stand at 7 or 
7:30 in the morning. He stays until 6:30 
im the evening. During these eleven hours 
he tends to business with a tensity that 
would shame the average man of 4 larger 
business,

These and many more like questions are 
now being raised, not by temperance people, 
but by social workers and observers general- 
ly. The cause for this sudden a ension 
and even alarm on thelr part is not saloon 
or the sale of liquor as such, but the rise of 
the rear room, the room back of the par - 
tition,” which nearly every saloon in Chica- 
o either has or is rapidly installing. 

The rear room, according to these observ- 


ers, changes the character and function of, 


the saloon by making it a place not oniy 
for drinking but a place in which to “loaf.” 
The rear room becomes the headquarters of & 
few idlers of the neighborhood, who sit 
ground a table playing cards by the hour. 
‘These idiers in turn are the nucleus around 
which other men. both young and old, single 
and married, gather and spend their time in 
listening to stale jokes and unsavory re- 
marks about a 3 different things.

Rear Room Without Equal. 

“No other agency in Chicago can compete 
‘with the ‘rear room of the saloon in the 
matter of destroying character, ruining 
‘homes, and blighting lives,”” said a man 
‘who had made a careful study * the rooms 
back of the partition.” . 

am not an alarmist,”’ ne continued, 
nor do I have in mind the vicious type of 
‘the saloon. These places are out of ques- 

‘tion. I refer here to the hundreds of saloons 
in working class districts of Chicago. There 
10 nothing bad about the rear rooms in these 
galoons except the fact that they vide 
plain wooden tables and chairs which invite 
‘mena of all ages to lounge about. 

Nor is the saloon or saloonkeeper alone 
to blame for it. The rear room in these dis- 


 tricts comes as an unconscious response to 


‘the congestion in the homes, There is no

Work Only 5 Necessity. 

In one of the most congested resident dis- 
tricts on the west side some four or halt 
dosen saloons take care of at least 5,000 men, 
single and married, day after day. Enter 
these saloons not only during the evening 
but also during the day and you will find 
them thronged with men, mostly foreign 
looking, but who have been long enough im 
this country to have become Americanized. 
There are among them Jews, Poles, Lithua- 
nians, and Slavs. 

Some of them are in the saloon because they 
are not + others, on the contrary, 
are not wor because they are in the sa- 
loon.

In the case of a busi- 
ness which has been built up through a 
course of years, with the head of it depend- 
ing upon the loyalty and support of an am- 
bitious organization which has made the 
business possible, there is little doubt that 
to bring a son into the organization involves 
serious questions. It is too much to expect 
of human nature that in one way or another 
the father, anxious to have his son become a 
partner in the business, shall not bring in- 
fluences to bear which shall tend to accom- 
plish the resiilt. 7

Son Certain of Preferment. 


This knowledge is no less than the as- 
surance to the orgahization that this son is 
to have a certain preferment in growing up 
with the business. It is one less position 
which the ambitious outsider may aspire to. 
If the chances are that the father intends 
soon to retire from the active conduct of 
affairs, the admission of the son to the firm 
is little more than an announcement of a 
new employer. To the extent that employés 
know, or do not know, the young man, un- 
certainties arise. 

What's the use of my working on here 
like a Trojan if the ‘old man’s’ got half a 
dozen sons who are to pick up everything 
that is worth while?” 

One may say that it is only the second 
class. worker who is inclined to dwell on the 
question, but an enormous amount of work 
in the world is done by second grade work- 
ers. On the other hand, isn’t it possible 
that even the best type of worker, fight as 
he will against such thoughts, still fails to 
rid himself of their atmosphere of measured 
depression?

Requests Embarrassing to Friend. 

Not long ago a chairman of a board of 
directors in a big Chicago concern told me 
of the embarrassments which came to him, 
year after year, through pressure of friends 
and acquaintances calling upon him to use 
his influence in getting positions for their 

sons in the business. 

“What do I do?’ he repeated. Abso- 
lutely nothing. I have two sons myself 
growing up, and if they were ready tomor- 
row to go into business I would not make 
application for positions for them in the 
business. I feel that in all probability any- 
thing that I might accomplish for any one 
through such personal influence would be a 
handicap to a young man.” 

Altogether, in the evolution of organiza- 
tion in great businesses, it does not appear 
that the son of the head of the business or- 
dinarily is without handicap in aspiring to 
succeed the father. Anything that he may 
accomplish through genuine talent and hard 
work is likely to be discounted, if his success 
shall be attained under his father’s direction. 
On the other hand, if he shall break away. 
from the lines of his father’s success and n- 
dependently measure up with. his fellows 
somewhere else, he may count upon /exag- 
gerated credit for what he does. 

As a sober second thought it is not strange 
to remark the tendency of the modern young 
man to enter some other business than that 
in which his father gained wealth and 
prominence.

For hincheon a chicken sandwich and a 
big plate of ice cream will be all that you 
need, and for dinner a light soup, plenty of 
vegetables, some roast meat, a cooling salad, 
and for dessert either ice cream or fruit 
should be eaten. 

Eat slowly and sensibly, but don’t make the 
mistake of trying to go with too little food. 
The body needs good food as much, if not 
more, in summer as in winter. 

Perhaps the most important thing about 


keeping cool in summer, even more — 


tant than careful dressing or eating—tho 
it concerns the latter—is in making haste 
slowly. 

Do not hurry. No matter how much you 
may want to, do not hurry, DO NOT HURRY. 
Do not worry and do not get angry. 

Haste and anger are two of the most heat- 
ing things in the world. Avoid them both. 
It wil be first rate mental discipline. Hot 
weather is the time when most people grow 
— and irritable, short tempered and

Don't do any of these things. That is, of 
course, if you want to keep cool. Take ten 
minutes longer to get to your office by start- 
ing earlier. You will come in fresh and un- 
ruffied and serene, all ready for the day. 
Take your lunch hour leisurely. 

Haste in hot weather will give you indiges- 
tion, even if it doesn’t cause apoplexy or 
sunstroke. 

Now if you should find yourself, in spite of 
all these precautions, becoming faint with 
the heat, in the first place, let cold water run 
over your wrists. If you can get some 
cracked ice, hold a little piece of it behind 
either ear. That sounds foolish, but it’s the 
— cooling and refreshing thing imagina- 

le. 

If you come in all hot and fagged out in 


the evening fill the hot water bag with cold. 


water and cracked ice and lie down with it 
under the back of your neck. If the glare of

Gelatin the Summer Ally. 

Gelatin is the housewife’s best ally in sum- 
mer. By its aid she can evolve delicious cold 
dishes. Scientists do not understand just what 
part gelatin plays as a food, but they have 
discovered that it is not worthless as food 
and that it is sufficient to sustain life when 
combined with other substances which would 
themselves be wholly insufficient if given 
alone. Gelatin must always be flavored to 
render it digestible and nutritious. It is a 
fine food for the sick, especially valuable 
in cases of disease of the intestines, as 
typhoid fever. So when you are inclined to 
look upon gelatin as only a fancy food 
used for decorative purposes, remember that 
you can well afford to serve it. Ale is 
gelatin made of the meat stock. 

One can make a great variety of vegetable 
aspics. Boil the vegetables (one or several), 
as carrots, beets, celery, peas, string and 
lima beans, aeparagus, and when cold cut 
them into dice, slices, or fancy shapes. They 
can be arranged in layers and covered with 
the aspic, letting each layer harden a little 
before arranging the next. When covered 
with the aspic set away to harden. Chicken, 
tongue, and other meat aspics are delicious. 

With a little experiment, one can become 
expert in decorating a mold with designs of 
hard boiled eggs and vegetables, arranging 
the slices of chicken or meat attractively 
and covered with the aspic, so the dish will 
come on the table exceedingly pretty.

Weather Hints 


The ideal way is to take children out of the 
warm, crowded city into the country in sum- 
mer time. But there are many ways of mak- 
ing the Mttle folks more comfortable who 
must spend the summer in the city.

In summer where children cannot 
go out of doors te bathe they may have two 
cold bathe a day.

Certain valuable principles must be firmly 

impressed on their minds from the start of 

things; and the first will be that they must 


always sit so that the whole length of their . 


backs touches the chair back. 

Much fatigue can be avoided if one sits 

correctly. The majority of women sit so that 
“the lower part of their back is away from 
the chair back, and they are doubled over 
90 as to reach their work. The result is in- 
evitably an aching back, and if such a posi- 
tion is indulged in for a long enough time 
there will be badly rounding shoulders and 
@ contracted chest. On the other hand, ifa 
person is taught to sit easily erect, and to 
hold her work up to her, little if any fatigue 
will be experienced. 

If it is necessary to bend over the table at 
any time, do so by bending from the hips and 
keeping the back itself straisht. Explain, 
if necessary, the divisions on the tape meas- 
ure, and then show how to thread a needie. 


It is a good thing right here to explain and 


show to pupils, if possible, the different 
kinds of needles. Show them the different 
sizes, and explain that the numbers run from 
1, which is the coarsest, to No. 12, which is 
the finest. These needles come in two 
lengths, “sharps,”” which are long and are 
weed for sewing generally, and *‘ betweens,”’ 
which come in the same numbers but are 
uch shorter. These last are generally used 
hemming table linen. Then there are the 
milliners’ needles, being unusually long and 
vided with small round eyes, and em- 
needles, having long eyes. 

Tt is a great mistake to use too long a 
thread in sewing; it should never be longer 
than from the shoulder to the finger tips, 
end in many instances much shorter. Thread 
fe supposed to knot less if it is threaded from 
tre end which hangs from the spool.

have been given the actual work is begun. 
Unbleached muslin is used, and colored cot- 
ton thread, so that the stitches can be easily 
seen. Give each girl a piece of unbleached 
muslin twelve inches long and six inches 
wide. The cloth should be torn both for the 
jength and the width. If it looks crooked it 
can be stretched straight by pulling ft on 


the bias. first from one end, then from the 


other. Let each girl measure down from the 
top of her piece at each end one inch; then 
crease the cloth in a straight line between 
these marks and leave it turned towards 
what will be the wrong side of the sampler. 

On this piece are to be put the diflerent 
kines of basting stitches, and the different 
lehgths are to be first marked on the cloth 
with a pencil. This is done to accustom the 
eres to straight lines and to the different 
darts of an inch. 

At the opposite end of the cloth from 
where the inch wide turning was made the 
cloth is turned in tow 
one-quarter of an inch. Crease this across 
the cloth distinctly, then bring this turned 
in edge of the cloth up to within five-eighths 
of an inch of the top fold. This makes the 
cloth double, with the fold on the right side 
_ ¢goming four-eighths of an inch below the 

top folded edge. 

Put several pins in on each side to hold the 
two sides exactly together. Lay the work 
on the table. With a sharp pointed pencil 
and a rule mark off the places for the 
stitches. : ee x 


Beginning at the bottom of the piece, meas- 
vre up one inch and one-half inch in from 
the right hand edge. Holding the pencil 
straight up and down, make a tiny dot. 
Measure one inch up from the left corner 
and lay the rule on so that it touches the 
„Make dots all the way 
across at intervals of a half inch. Start at 
the right hand end and put the needle in so 
that the Knot comes on the right side, then 
‘ross the width of 
the sampler, putting the needle through the 
dots. This gives an even basting stitch, a 
half inch long and a half inch space. When 
the end is reached the thread is fastened by 
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The row above this last one shows the 
velvet basting stitch. Dots are made three- 
quarters of an inch apart the entire way 
across, then directly above these dots are 
put others, one-eighth of an inch above. 
The stitches are taken so that the long stitch 
is on the right side and the little upright 
one comes on the ee 


The top row, which comes on the folded 
edge, has even one-quarter inch stitches. 

It can readily be seen that doing this one 
piece will give a child a fair start on the 
judging of straight lines and learning to 
notice fractions of an inch. Probably the 
sampler will be woefully crumpled, and that 
brings up another important point—the teach- 
ing of light and delicate handling. Several 
of these pieces will have to be done before 
one looks well enough to be mounted in the 
book. The pieces should of course be well 
pressed, but laundering is not permitted. 
They should be so well handled that they are 
not soiled in the least. 

After the basting has been finished the 
children are started on overcasting. As this 
is one of the most used of the hand stitches, 
one of the hardest for some to do evenly, and 
generally pretty difficult for children to do 
well, is is used as a finish to the first several 
samplers. 

The stitch is worked from left to right, and 
the idea is to practice until the stitches can 
be taken an even distance apart, and at the 
seme siant. This stitch is used as a finish 
t raw seams, and is used on dresses, often 
on underwear, and indeed it can come into 
play on almost any garment. The stitches 
should be as shallow as possible. When well

done, overcasting is a pretty stitch. 

After practicing on one or two pieces of 
cloth, have one done without using a rule 
to measure by. The sampler put in the book 
is done without being measured. 

It will not be possible to give more than 
this in one leeson, and the first part of the 
succeeding one will have to be devoted to 
seeing the condition of the first sampler. 
It is folly to advance to a second piece until 
the one preceding has been satisfactorily 
done, even though several lessons are spent 
on it. ‘ 
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The second lesson shows how to baste two 
of cloth together, and then teaches 
the running and the half back stitch. 

The pupils are to tear off two pieces of the 
unbleached muslin, each one six inches long 
and two and one-half wide. Baste the two 
pieces together on their long sides using the 
quarter inch, even basting, and a seam one- 
quarter of an inch wide. Crease the seam in 
the middle of its length, and one-half is 
sewed in. a small running stitch and from* 
the middle to the bottom there are taken 
two running stitches and a half back stitch. 

To do the running the work is held in the 
left hand. between. the first and second fin- 
gers, the needie is started in the seam and 


through into the cloth, leaving just a tiny 
end exposed, then take two or three small 
stitches directly over one another. If the 
thread gives out before a seam is finished, 


eit is pieced in the same manner as it is. 


started. 

So far the children have been limited to 
handling straight pieces of cloth. In the 
third lesson they are shown how to cut and 
sew on bias ones. A piece of muslin is torn 
off six inches square. It is then pulled into 
shape and a bias fold made in it. Have each 
one measure from one end across two inches 
and make a dot with a pencil. Then at the

opposite end, and from the opposite corner, 
measure across two inches and make a dot; 
fold the cloth, making a crease between the 
two points. On each side of this fold the 
cloth will measure two inches at one end and 
four inches at the other. Cut the cloth apart 
on this fold and they will have two pieecs, 
each one having one long straight edge and 
one long bias edge. 
— # * 

Puplis must be cautioned against han- 
dling a bias edge, as it is easily pulled out of 
shape. The two bias edges are basted to- 
gether in a quarter inch seam, so that the 
narrow parts are at the top and the wide 
at the bottom. Then the seam is creased On 
the half of ite length and the first half is 
sewed in a half back stitch. This is done by 
taking one rather long stitch, going back half 
way over this, then bringing the needle out 
ahead the same length as the first stitch, 
and so-on, going back half way each time 
from where the last stitch finished. This 
logks like running on the right side, but is 
considerably stronger and is used on seams 
where there is, no especial strain. 

The last half of the length of this seam is 
done in the plain back stitch. Take one 
stitch and go way back over it, bringing the 
needle out ahead once the length of the 
stitch, and then going back into the same 
stitch; and continue in this way, making the 
stitches follow each other without any space 
in between. There is no stronger hand 
stitch used, but it, like almost everything 


else, needs considerable practice to do evenly 
and well. 

On the right side the work should look 
like machine stitching, and in every instance 
the right side stitches must be as short as 
possible, and of course on the wrong side 
they are just twice the length of those on 
the right side. 

The seam and the edges are overcast. By 
this time, if faithful work has been done, 
the little girls should be quite proficient in 
overcasting, and should be able to handle 
both needle and — *

If one-half of these are 
females they will produce 36,000 in the next 
twelve days. At the end of thirty daye the 
number will be 216,000. In forty days the 
number will be 12,960,000, and scientists say 
that each fly can carry 100,000 disease bac- 
teria. 

It has been proved that the stable is the 
breeding place of not less than 95 per cent 
of the pests. Direct from the stable the fly 
goes into the house, and no matter how 
scrupulously clean the housewife has been 
in the preparation of her dainty viands it 
is useless unless she screens them from the 
danger of one fly trailing over them. 

Suppose a fly has just been walking over 
some materials which contain typhoid germs 
and suppose it should drop into a pitcher of 
milk and fiy out. It has left in the milk 
some dozens of hundreds or thousands of 
germs which have found an appropriate food 
and which immediately begin to multiply at 
an enormous rate-—if the milk is at the proper 
temperature. 

Suppose the fly merely walks over some 
cooked meats or fruits and inoculates them— 
the germ may develop just the same. This 
carries the war into the market place, which 
will probably be the center of the next cam- 
paign in the war against flies,

Prof. Foster’s Position 


ROF. FOSTER’S position may be seen from 
an abstract of an address on “ The Ethics 
of Doctrinal Reform” which he gave in 
the Third Unitarian church. It is as 
follows: : 

In every age it has been the custom 

to brand reformers as subverters. The 

first Christians were treated as faith- 

less and lawless, as nihilists, by their contemporaries, 
who clung to the traditional religion. Luther was ex- 
communicated on the charge of blasphemy against | all 
the authorities of his time. The founders of the mod- 
ern state in every land of the western world were 


stigmatized as anarchists and iconoclasts. 


The element of truth in such judgments as these 
is the fact that reform does involve change. A reac- 
tionist stands for the principle of no change; a revo- 
lutionist, for total change; but a reformer for partial 


change in the interest of a true conservatism—a con- 


servatism of the spirit rather than of the letter. 

Thus reformation is opposed to both reaction and 
revolution. The reformer would put the better in the 
Place of the bad. Retaining what is valuable in the 
past, he would develop a better future out of it. 80 
far are reformers .fram.Deing iconoclasts that in their 
innermost character they are constructive spirits, 
founders and creators. Their enemies, with. diplomatic 
Sagacity, unjustly take account of only the necessary 
negative side of their work and in this way seek to 
arouse popular prejudice against them. You might as 
Well reproach a gardener with vandalism because he

Ridicule Should Not Deter Reformer. 


Therefore, reformers should not be too much exer- 
cised over the violence, calumny, and ridicule visited 
upon them. They should not let this treatment furry 
them in the fulfillment of their duty nor stagger them 
in their fidelity to their conscience. The glorious iden- 
tification with the vast historic witness of the Chris- 
tian congcience, fellowship with all the excommunicated 
of the past, with the long list of the damned, in which 
Jesus was chief, is worth far more than the approval 
of council, or synod, or conference, or social set. 

But from all these masters in the Christian life 
reformers should learn at the same time that reform 
work, to be fruitful and finally triumphant, must em- 
phasize continually the positive, the. affirmative, in 
which it is rich, and not simply the negations, neces- 
gary as these indeed are. The moral life does not 
thrive on negations but on affirmations. And it is a 
positive faith that animates the reformer. 

The critical spirit, which is nothing but the mod- 

ern scientific spirit applied to history, has led us to 
detect the errors of tradition, the inadequacies and 
contradictions of doctrines which arose from men who 
did not possess the knowledge and experience at our 
disposal. today on account of the aggregate labor of 80 
many generations. But it is surely not the detection 
of these errors nor the scaring away of these illusions 
which lend strength to the moral life, or nourish our 
faith and our hope. : 
. What helps us to live and act, what up- 
holds and comforts us, nay, what gives us a 
right to be reformers at all, are positive con- 
victions, dynamic principles. But we also 
hold that these are all the more powerful, the 
more we-disengage them from the antiquated 
forms and the obsolete systems fr which in 
a former situation they found their appro- 
priate expression—forms and systems in es- 
sential contradiction to the modern con- 
science. 

To preserve from the past what possesses 
abiding worth, but to disengage this spiritual 
treasure from the dogmatic, literary, or ritual 
forms in which it was once encased, in order 
to validate it under new forms correspond- 
ing to the needs and demands of a new time 
this is the true reformatory method and the 

condition ot a real religious life once again among us. 
This method alone can protect religion from deteriorat-

Jesus Not Revolutionist, But Reformer. 

But Jesus was not the revolutionist; he was the 
reformer. For he released from Judaism, as the Jew- 
ish tradition of his time had preserved it, the marrow, 
the divine content, the immortal principle. He freed 
the spiritual faith of ancient prophet and psalmist 
from the ritual observances, pious customs, and scho- 
lastic dogmas beneath which it was smothered. He 
did not snuff out the light of law and prophet; he kin- 
died it and fed it into nobler flame. Yet the scribes 
and Pharisees accused him of blasphemy, the Sad- 
ducees killed him; a grateful humanity has glorified 
him as savior. 

But should not we proceed with the tradition of 
our time as Jesus did with the tradition of his time? 
The whole history of Christianity is an illustration and 
a proof of the necessity of this duty. In spite of all 
weaknesses and shortcomings, of all distortions of the 
‘Christian principle, of all compromises with the perni- 
cious forces of self seeking, the history of Christian 
thought and faith is nothing but the slow succession 
of incessant reforms. 

In this way thought and faith have ever emanci- 
pated themselves from ecclesiastical authority, dogmat- 
ic servility, ritual or liturgical customs, worldly infec- 
tion, that they might take a rejuvenating bath in the 
principles of the moral life which the great teachers of 
the human soul have revealed, and that they might 
renew themselves in the religious faith of the prophets 
of Jesus Christ. 

This renewal does not consist in a slavish reproduc- 
tion of all that those old witnesses have said and done.

Che University Attitudes 


FEW years before President Harper died he 
defined academic freedom in one of his ad- 
dresses. This definition has been embodied in 
the constitution and by-laws of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago by the trustees as their own 
utterance on the subject: 

FREEDOM OF SPEECH. 

I am moved to make a statement of fact and 
opinion concerning two related subjects which recently 
have attracted much attention in the public mind. The 
first of these is the freedom of opinion enjoyed in these 
days by members of the university. The second is the 
use and abuse of this right by professors of the uni- 
versity faculty. Concerning the first, I may be permit- 
ted to present a statement adopted unanimously by the 
members of the congregation of the university on June 
30, 1899: 

Resolved, 1. That the principle of complete free- 
dom of speech on all subjects has from the beginning 
deen regarded as fundamental in the University of Chi- 
cago, as has been shown both by the attitude of the 
president and the board of trustees and by the actual 
practice of the president and the professors. 

2. That this principle can neither now nor at any 
future time be called in question. 

3. That it is desirable to have it clearly understood 
that the university as such does not appear as a dis- 
putant on either side upon any public question, and that 
the utterances which any professor may make in public 
are to be regarded as representing his own opinions 
only. 


* 
Instructor Never Called to Account. 

To this statement of the congregation I wish to 
add, first, that whatever may or may not have hap- 
pened in other universities, in the University of Chi- 
cago neither the trustees, nor the president, nor any 
one in official position, has at any time called an in- 
structor to account for any public utterance which he 
may have made. Still further, in no single case has 
the donor of the university called the attention of the 
trustees to the teaching of any officer of the university 
as being distasteful or objectionable. 

‘still further, it is my opinion that no donor of 
money to a uni ersity, whether that donor be an indi- 
vidual or the state, has any right, before God or man, 
to interfere with the teaching of officers appointed to 
give instruction in a university. When for any 
reason, in a university on private foundation or in a 
university supported by public money, the administra- 
tion of the institution or the instruction in any one of 
its departments is changed by an influence from with- 
out; when an effort is made to dislodge an officer or a 
professor because the political sentiment or the re- 
ligious sentiment of the majority has undergone a 
change, at that moment the institution has ceased to be 
a university, and it cannot again take its place in the 


rank of universities so long as there continues to exist 


to any appreciable extent thé factor of coercion, 
Neither an individual, nor the state, nor the church 
has the right to interfere with the search for truth 
or with its promulgation when found. Individuals or 
the state or the church may found schools for propa- 
gating certain special kinds of instruction, but such 
schools are not universities, and may not be so de- 


— — 


We are to enter into fcllowship with th 

to reproduce the letter of their utterance or the form 
of their intuitions. Great as those old masters in the 
higher life were, they could not escape the conditions 
of the life and thought of their age and of their social 
level.

tion which he by his teaching is undermining 
and destroying. We will never touch him if 
he will go away and found his own institu- 
tion among his own friends. 

It has been contended that the University 
of Chicago is not a Baptist institution. It 
was wholly Baptist until the first $1,000,000 
was raised. Then it attracted, through the 
personality of President Harper, the money 
of other people. It was born and nurtured 
in the Baptist denomination. Its agents 
went about the country and pleaded for 
money to found a Baptist schoo! in the north- 
west. These agents went to Baptist churches 
and to Baptist laymen. We claim that they 
either should return that million dollars or 
teach truths in harmony with the Baptist 
denomination. 


* * 
Powers Presuppose Discharging. 

It has been contended’also that the trustees 
cannot discharge a professor. This, of 
course, is an absurdity. The trustees hire 
the professors and can discharge them. If 
it were true that they could not discharge 
a man for his teachings, then he could teach 
immorality or anything he desired of a vile 
character and the trustees would be power- 
less. 

The trustees’ of the University, of Chicago 
are honest men. They know that a large pro- 


portion of this money upon which the insti- 
tution is now living was given with the un- 
derstanding that the school was to be Baptist. 
Not alone the theological seminary, but the 
university as well. More than half a mil- 
lion of dollars of Baptist 
money went to found the 
university. Either these 
trustees should return the 
money or they: should not 
allow a man to teach who 
openly declares that he de- 
nies every Baptist principle. 
Prof. Foster is at home 
with atheists and Unitari- 
ans. They approve of him 
thoroughly. They have ex- 
pressed this approval pub- 
licly and privately. Just be- 
fore leaving for Europe Dr. 
Mangasarian, who leads 
the Free Thinkers of Chi- 
cago, wrote a letter to Prof. 
Foster telling him that he 
ought to resign from the 
Baptist church and’take his 
place where he belonged. Dr. Thomas did this. Dr. 
Swing did this. Dr. Mangasarian did this. We only 
ask that Prof. Foster, who Says that he denies every 
Baptist dogma, willingly and in a manly way leave 
our Baptist ranks. 

Today he is receiving support from free thinkers, 
Unitarians, and Baptists. When he addresses one body 
he claims to be in harmony with them. When he ad- 
dresses another of exactly opposite opinions, he says 
he is in harmony with them. All parties concerned 
pay him. As a result of his teaching he has attracted 
to the University of Chicago men of similar teaching. 
Our Baptist families no longer send their children to 
the Midway school. His defenders have been those of 
like belief, who are receiving salaries and teaching 
everything which is hostile to the Baptist church. 


x * 
Demand Made by Baptist Ministry. 

We ask him and we ask them to withdraw to their 
own people. The Baptist ministry of the nation, by 
an overwhelming majority, demands this. Three Baptist 
ministers’ conferences, representing three great states, 
have asked that we be allowed the privilege of being 
Baptists, and that Prof. Foster be dismissed. The at- 
tendance at the University of Chicago is largely Jewish 
and atheistic. The theological seminary itself has suf- 
fered because it has compromised with the truth. 
/Young men who study for the Baptist ministry, who 
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live in Chicago, have gone to other theological semi- 
naries. The attendance is out of all Proportion to the 
means expended. Fosterism will kill the theological 
seminary and the University of Chicago unless the trus- 
tees take courageous action. 

We do not ask that Prof. Foster believe as Baptists 
do. But we do say that as long as we support him 
he has no right to undermine the denomination. Why 
does he not go as pastor of a Unitarian church? Is it 
because he wishes both salaries? 


He has said that he is a good Baptist in one paper 
and in another he says that he denies every dogma of 
the Baptist church. That sounds rather strange to 
the average man. He says God is an appreciation. I 
have asked several newspaper men what that means. 
They merely smile and say they do not know. 

Is there not a suspicion Prof. Foster is confused and 
untrained; that he is confusing others and sending 
them out to do great harm to the religious world, not 
by any positive teaching, but by a series of denials 
and unexplainable doctrines? Can a man be a Uni- 
tarian, a Baptist, and a free thinker all at once? Has 
& man a moral right to draw his support from all three 
sources, taking a support from all three sects? Would 
any good business house allow what the trustees of the 
University of Chikago permit in the case of Prof. Fos- 
ter? We will never molest him if he will go with the 
people to whom he belongs.

Again, Jesus spoke as his time did of the demonic. 
Sins and disease were referred to the action of evil 
spirits. The modern man no longer adopts such views. 
The most pronounced partisan of the verbal inspira- 
tion of the bible would not think today of having his 
child healed by expulsion of demons, even if that child's 
sickness was like the disease held to be caused by 
demons in the days of Jesus.

Traditions Change with Generations. 
The same is true of the expectation of the return 


of Christ during the lifetime of the first disciples. 
The point is that when we talk of an unchangeable 


tradition we deceive ourselves and others. Even if 
his tradition were preserved unimpaired, 
ng which successive generations give it 
because the generations change and change it.

If modern men maintain the necessity of reforming 
the Christian tradition, they are therefore guilty of no 
enormity. They do what Jesus did and what has always 
been done. 

To sum wp: reform of tradition in intellectual can- 
dor, in fidelity to conscience, in adherence to the prin- 
ciple of the gospel, which is not saying Lord, Lord (or 
second person in the Trinity), but moral righteous- 
ness and love—this is the true Christian method, the 
method which Jesus himself employed, the method 
which does not destroy but fulfills, since it preserves 
the living spirit. 

The church's of the Trinity, of miracies, 
the deity of Christ, and of the atonement are traditions 
to which the application of our method is imperatively 
demanded if the old eternal spirit of religion is to find 
an abiding home in the modern  soul,.

The geographical and topographical position of Chi- 
cago has made it the peerless railroad center of the 
continent. On the same principle enthusiasts declare 
that this city can be made the hub of upper naviga- 
tion. Its central position, with the vast Wistances of a 
continent stretching on every side, places it clearly out 
of the class of other great cities, mostly situated peril- 
ously near the sea. Even after aeronautics have passed 
the experimental stage it is foreseen that all atmos- 
pheric routes will lead to Chicago just as the steam 
railroads now concentrate here.

Chanute “ Grand Old Man of Aviation.” 


An added reason why Chicago should stand at the 
prow is that Octave Chanute, “the grand old man of 
aviation,” is a resident of this city. Mr. Chanute, whose 
home is at 61 Cedar street, is probably the world’s fore- 
most patron of aeronautics. His experiments at Miller's 
Station and Dune, Ind., in 1892, paved the way for the 
achievements of Orville and Wilbur Wright. All through 
the nineties he was the active leader in aeroplane study 
in the United States and his interest in the work is 
still so actives that he is ready to lend his advice to 
all struggling inventors. 

It is. said that Mr. Chanute, who has gained fame 
as an engineer and bridge builder, has spent $250,000 on 
experiments with aeroplanes. The sum of $126,000 he 
expended in trials within the shadow of the pyramids 
of Egypt. ) 

The grade the aerial movement has reached in Chi- 
cago is exemplified by announcement that several mem- 
bers of the Chicago Athletic association are now di- 
recting the building of a fine aeroplane at Beloit, Wis. 
The big wind craft will be named the “Cherry Circle,” 
and will be ready for flights by the end of the sum- 


bird. Ofttimes an ordinary looking express crate is 
shipped to the open spaces of Michigan, there to be 
opened and to disclose the initial working type of an air 
conqueror.

Mr. Chanute is 
prominently mentioned for the presidency of the new 
club. The officers of the Chicago Aeronautic associa- 
tion are M. E. Cooke of the Chicago Board of Trade,

Surface Curvature the Radical Feature. 


According to Mr. Avery, the “Cherry Circle” aero- 
plane will weigh between 700 and 800 pounds with the 
engine aboard. It will be fifty-five feet in width and 
twenty feet in depth, and there will be a distance of 
seven feet between the surfaces, The most radical fea- 
ture will be a peculiar curvature of the surfaces. The 
planes will resemble the wings of an albatross and will 
lock from the front somewhat like a cupid’s bow. Mr. 
Avery made his planes in the form of the exact theoreti- 

- cally ideal sail on a boat. 

Young Morgan is now at Beloit, superintending the 
assembling of the “Cherry Circle.” He already has 
made successful flights with a model glider, demon- 
strating the efficacy of Avery's plans. 

It will be a revelation to the average resident of 
Chicago that the industry of aerial building and plan- 
ning is on the boom all over the city. The term boom 
does not indicate an ostentatious spirit among the 
would-be pilots of the skies.

struggling designers of the United States. 

Building and testing will not comprise all the fea- 
tures of the new Hawthorne. Enough novel features 
will be introduced to make the park a mecca for the 
public and to arouse wide local interest in the new 
navigation. “Aerial carnivals” will be held, probably 
on Saturdays and Sundays, and the throngs in attend- 
ance, it is expected, will rival the crowds at the ball 
games. 

Thrilling races will be held between “ wind wagons.” 
A “wind wagon” looks like an automobile, but its 
motor, instead of transmitting power to the supporting 
wheels of the vehicle, transmits it to an enormous pro- 
peller behind. The rapid motion of the propeller sets 
the car in motion. A terrific speed can be secured by 
riders in these machines and the whirring noise of the 
propellers is said to have the chug-chug of the most 
powerful automobile simply overwhelmed,

Trapeze Balloon Race Diverting. 
The most diverting feature of the aerodrome will 
be the trapeze balloon race. ‘The trapeze balloon is a 
light affair, ten feet in diameter. It will lift a man 
weighing 125 pounds to the height of ten feet from the 
ground. A contest in the direction of the wind between 
squirming amateur aeronauts suspended from these 
bags e. be an exhilarating spectacie. 
ore the race may start the contestants 
to’ weigh off.” Each man win don a belt — * 
Pockets. Small weights win be placed in the pockets 
the amount to be lessened or increased until all the 
racers are of the same grade of balloon gravitation— 
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say five pounds. Then all will be ready for the wind 
driven spurt across the field. 

The track for this “balloonatic race” will have 
several obstacles for the contestants to jump over, and 
the power of the balloon probably@will enable the en- 
trants to achieve seven-league jumps over these hur- 
dles. The bags will be filled with hydrogen gas. A cup 
will be donated by the association to the champion 
„% balloonatic racer” of Chicago.

War of Future in Miniature. 


In a large lagoon near the center of the aerodrome 
will float two small model battleships. A real dirigible 
airship will wage mimic war on these leviathans of the 
pond. It will soar above them and endeavor to drop 
harmless shells on quarterdecks and turrets. This will 
be the world’s first actual reproduction of the war of the 
future. In the New York Hippodrome last year such 
an effect was presented, but the sky propulsion of the 
stage airship was an illusion purely. The Chicago en- 


thuslasts propose to show the real thing and it is prom- 


ised that these contests will be watched by military 
experts with a view entirely apart from diversion. 

The effect of a night attack by an airship will be 
particularly astounding. Searchlights will play and 
flashing projectiles will hurtle through the air. The 
Krupp works in Germany already have perfected a 
field piece to repulse invaders of the air. Probably the 
first American experiments in this fleld of modern mili- 
tary science will be conducted at the Hawthorne aero- 
drome as an auxiliary to the naval battle. 

It is already certain that two aeroplanes will make 
almost daily flights at Hawthorne, entirely apart from 
the experimental soaring of the novice inventors. Man- 
carrying kites also will figure. 


Balloon Contest the Opening Feature. 

A great balloon contest will be the opening feature 
at the new aerodrome. J. L. Case, the South Chicago 
airship and balloon builder, will put forward at least 
three of the bags to contest. These will be Charles E. 
Gregory’s Illinois, Aeronaut Wilde's. new Monarch, and 
Mr. Cooke’s new Board of Trade balloon. 

“The vital alm of our big project is to bring Chi- 
cago to the lead of the airship business in the United 
States,” sald Mr. Cooke the other day. “That is where 
Chicago belongs and that is where it ought to be right 
at this moment. The small army of bright residents 
of this city who have designed air sailing machines 
have met with practically no encouragement so far. And 
they need something else besides the mere pat on the 
back. The majority of them require financial assistance, 
even to test the working possibility of their designs. 
further, they need expert advice and assistance. 

“ We business men who are putting money into this 
scheme do not propose to waste any of it on cranks. 
But there are efiough promising inventors at hand to 
test our resources and I am sure that within one short 
year we will have demonstrated that Chicago deserves 
a position at least on a par with Paris, New York, and 
Washington. The geographical position of this city can- 
not be equaled for sailing purposes. North, south, east, 
and west stretch hundreds of miles of the continent.

Aeroplane Manufactory Already Ptanned. 


Chicago’s first aeroplane manufacturing company 
already has been formed tentatively. The organizers 
are said to include Orlando Weber and several other 
automobile dealers. Wilde has prepared plans for the 
first machine. Naturally the initial flight will be made 
over this city. Already visionaries see a new “airship 
row” to rival in bustle and magnificence the present 
automobile row in Michigan avenue, 

The distinctive feature of Chicago’s airship indus- 
try in its present stage is its lack of fanciful and “ wild- 
eyed innovations. All the designs examined thus far 
seem to be formed with the object of getting up into 
the atmosphere, not with the view of causing a sensa- 
tion On paper. 

Carl Bates is widely declared to have one of the 
most promising designs in the local category, His aero- 
plane is a bi-surface machine, and displays a new idea 
in the way of lateral balance. There is a single rear 
vertical rudder and a single horizontal rudder iu front. 
The main supporting planes are about forty-two by six 
feet. Vulcanized rubber-silk will be used for the sur- 
faces. The joints are made quickly detachable, so that 
the machine can be dismantled and confined in a small 
space. This aeroplane is expected to carry two people. 

Bates also is building a four-cylinder motor for the 
propulsion of his aeroplane. The valves of this engine 
will be in the heads of the cylinders, mechanically oper- 
ated from an overhead cam shaft, thus doing away with 
push rods: The engine is expected to weigh about 140 
pounds for twenty-five or thirty real horsepower. The 
cylinders will have a bore of four and one-half inches 
and a wide range of speed is promised.

Harbert Aeroplane Excels Wright Design? 


The Harbert aeroplane is said to be an improvement 
on the Wright design. In the latter the ends of the 
planes are flexible and must twist in order to circle or to 
balance. In the Harbert design the principal planes 
are rigid. At each end of the “front” of his machine 
he has placed a set of three movable planes, which 
work like window shutters. In turning a circle Har- 
bert intends to place one set of the guiding planes on 
the “up pitch” and one set on the “down pitch.” In 
flying upward both sets of planes are turned in that 
direction and in descending the planes are directed 
downward. His machine is twenty-four feet from “tip 
to tip” and efghteen feet from “front to rear.” The 
weight is 160 pounds without the engine. 

Mr. Harbert introduces a vertical propeller for lift- 
ing purposes. He claims that with this device a speed 
of only five miles an hour will produce the first ascen- 
sion, whereas a rate of thirty miles an hour is needed 
with the ordinary starting apparatus. 

Inventor Dunn’s machine includes a unique balanc- 
ing device. This consists of a gyroscope at each end 
of the aeroplane. Mr. Dunn is said to have arranged 
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a novel method of operating the gyroscopes in addition 
to the locomotion. 

Young Hurroun is another of the inventors who has 
devised his engine in addition to the flying apparatus. 
His is a forty horsepower, eight-cylinder motor, butit 
with particular application to the aeroplane to which 
it is to be attached. Hurroun already has made trial 
flights with his creation.

Bugs Eager for the Opportunity. 


Following a first brief announcement of the plans of 
the Chicago Aeronautic association, Mr. Cooke was 
swampe with letters from all parts of the country ap- 
plying for consideration in the test program of the aero- 
drome. Some of the communications concerned ideas 
of astounding freakishness. This served to help dem- 
onstrate the necessity of a commission to glean the 
promising contrivances from the hopeless majority. 

One undiscovered genius in Washington, D. C., de- 
scribed poetically his “fuelless motor power flyer.“ He 
declared that words could give “only a faint perception 
of what this new motor power will do.” 

Just picture in your mind’s eye,” he said, “all vehi- 
cles running through the streets of Chicago without 
horses, without rails, without fuel. Then also picture in 
your mind’s eye a monstrous flyer swooping down on 
Chicago bearing a vehicle and again land it the sdme day 
in San Francisco.” 

In the new field of locomotion the toy is playing a 
prominent role. It is believed that this is the first time 
that a great branch of mechanics has been materially 
forwarded by the use of mere playthings. Tiny planes, 
painted in bright colors and designed to attract children, 
are being used by Chicago aeroplanists for the purpose 
of serious study and experimentation. This work is 
being done in secluded vacant lots and yards, for spec- 
tators often laugh such a spectacle to scorn. It is only 
one skirmish in the war of ridicule which all pathfinders 
in invention must brave.

The prevailing idea among the uninitiated that 
the so-called racing strokes are totally unfit for use by 
the average individual, and not at all practical for surf 
and pleasure swimming, is a silly one, and canndt be too 
strongly contradicted, for it is doing a lot toward re- 


tarding general improvement in swimming. The fact 


of the matter is that no such thing as a strictly racing 
stroke exists, and any set of movements proving its 
superiority in round competition may be safely 

t one for pleasure swimming, get- 
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time to get used to the work; secon. to the swim- 
mers trying to hold a fifty yard pace with it, irre- 
spective of whether they were going fifty or 300 
yards. 


Just as the finest mile runner in the world would 
break down if he started to cover the first hundred 
yards of his race in ten seconds, so the swimmer is 
doomed to a collapse until he has learned to adjust 
his stroke to the distance before him.

the use of each section of the body in proportion to 
its particular attributes, must perforce be more ef- 
fective than any other stroke, because the movements 
entail no loss of power and no tiring of one set of 
muscles at the expense of another. 

For speed swimming the side stroke is quite obso- 
lete, and it is likely that the trudgeon will be, too, as 
soon as our racing men become better acquainted with 
the crawl, but for ordinary purposes both strokes will 
prove satisfactory. They are based on the same prin- 
ciples, and the only difference between them is that 
in the side the under arm is kept submerge on the re- 
covery, as it travels forward from the finish to the full 
reach, instead of sweeping above water as in the trudg- 
eon, and the body is held steady, with one shoulder 
constantly lower than the other, instead of starting 
face down and relying on a rolling motion to take 
breath. So slight is the difference that many swim- 
mers who use the trudgeon exclusively in competition 
often revert to the side stroke at other times. 


x * 
Form of the Trudgeon Described. 


With the above in mind it will be easy to differen- 
tiate after reading how to swim the trudgeon. The 
stroke is started with the body resting comfortably 
on the water, face down, muscles relaxed, in the exact 
position of one plunging for distance. Now roll the 
body slightly to one side, either the one that comes 
naturally, or right shoulder Delow if you have no pref- 
erence, bringing down the upper arm at right angles 
to the frent of the body, describing a semi-circle to 
end at the thigh; then bend the arm at the elbow and 
carry forward above water to the original position. 
The under arm is started when the upper arm has cov- 
ered half its downward stroke and describes a like 
orbit parallel to the other. 

Meanwhile, as the lower arm starts the legs are 
opened for a kick, and they snap closed as the upper 
arm finishes. This kick, the scissor kick, is made by 
opening the legs front and back, as in walking, the 
upper leg coming forward a little, almost straight, 
with toes pointing down, the under leg moving back 
to a kneeling position; then they are snapped together 
sharply. Breath is taken by twisting the head from 
the shoulders while the upper arm is on the first part 
of ita downward sweep. 

In the crawl stroke the movements of the arms 
and upper body are the same, except possibly for a 
shorter reach in sprinting, Dut the legs, instead of a 
kick, indulge in a continuous alternate up and Jown 
thrash, about twelve inches-in width. This thrash 
keeps the body constantly under way, and avoids the 
check experienced in the trudgeon while the arms are 
recovering and no propelling force is being used. 

To the swimmer ambitious of competitive honors a 
few hints about racing the distances may not come 
amiss, and the advice may be of help to pleasure 
bathers and surf swimmers as well. 

The embryo champion should first of all absorb 
and digest thoroughly the fact that the secret of 
successful distance swimming is in “form.” Faults 
are accentuated when one moves slowly, and they are

arises, and here I must confess frankly that I am at a 
loss how to give general rules. I have never found 
two men who succeeded through the same methods of 
preparing for an important contest, and I have had to 
come to the conclusion that each individual requires 
different handling. No two men are alike in every- 
thing, and what is most beneficial to Peter may be 
quite Jetrimental to Paul. 

In regard to food, however, the fact should de 
kept in mind that the distance swimmer’s greatest 
enemy is “cold,” and that imperviousness to it is a 
quality essential. If the surface of the body chills 
easily and the heart is called upon to overexert itself 
in keeping up the temperature, exhaustion is bound 
to overtake one before long. Therefore is a hearty diet 
of heat giving foods advisable, even though most of 
them are absolutely tabooed by the average track and 
field coach. l 

A man with plenty of extra weight—fat, if you 
like—will far better withstand the Jepressing influence 
of cold water and so have a distinct advantage over the 
thin fellow. He invariably finds at the end of a race 
that he has just a little reserve strength to finish 
well on, 


+ * 
Easy Stretches Best for Training. 

The quantity of work that a man should do de- 
pends also on his makeup, and each individual should 
be prescribed for by a competent judge, or learn for 
himself through experience. In all cases, however, 
long, easy stretches are the best to train upon. Ex- 
cessive distances are not to be recommended, and even 
middle distances at racing speed should be avoided; 
both sap too much of one’s vitality. The thing to aim 
at is to get the muscles used to machine like work 
without punishment, and this is best accomplished by 
easy rolls, say of two or three miles, without forcing 
the pace. A man will have a far better chance of 
finishing strong in a five or ten mile race after such 
a period of training than if he takes the edge off his 
condition by too strenuous preparation. In training 
for a long distance race one should never cover the 
entire course in practice. 

As immediate preparation may be mentioned the 
eating of a substantial meal three or four hours before 
starting and the greasing of the entire ‘body when 
ready to enter the water. A heavy marine grease that 
will not easily wash off in the water should be used. 
It should be rubbed in thoroughly, so as to close the 
pores effectively, as this keéps up the temperature of 
the body. 

The best generalship during a contest is to hold an 
even pace throughout, and swim one’s race without 
considering what any one else does. The ‘way to 
get the best results from our resources is to distribute 
our stock of endurance in proportionate doses from 
start to finish, and, though it is pretty hard to attain 
this end, one may at least remember that in a dis- 
tance race a sprint is always a bad mistake, for it 
tires unnecessarily without accomplishing anything. 


* 
Racer Should Set Own Pace. 

Every racing man should try to ascertain how 
fast an even pace he can hold over a given course and 
stick to it. To allow somie one else to make the pace is 
poor policy, for an t may be going too fast to 
last, or loafing in a manner that will not permit taking 
advantage of opportunities. Swim your race irre- 
spective of others, and if you are beaten under such 
conditions just acknqwiedge the superiority of your

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What the Government Is Doing 
to Aid the Farmer 


This is pre - eminently an agricultural nation. Agri- 
culture is our greatest industry, producing over six 
billion dollars of wealth every year. Its possibili- 
ties are greater than in any other field of endeavor, 
both for the individual and for the nation. 
federal and state governments realize this fact and 
today are literally working miracles for the tiller of 
American soil. With their assistance a new agri- 
culture has developed—vastly more productive than 
the old and more attractive to men of small capital. 
60 experiment stations are maintained for the ad- 
vancement of agriculture—one to two in each state 
and territory, one in Alaska and one in Hawaii, 
at an annual cost ot $1,500,000. The return on this 
investment is many thousand-fold. In a single 
decade, for example, the wheat yield of North 
Dakota is being increased one hundred million 
dollars, largely through the experimental work 
of its government station. Bulletins are issued from 
Washington at frequent intervals containing a mass 
of valuable information to the grain raiser, dairyman, 
horticulturist, etc., of which 600,000 farmers are 
today availing themselves without cost. 


The Bureau of Plant Industry 


maintains a large force of explorers in all parts of 
the world searching for new plants to improve our 
native varieties. New types of cotton have been 
introduced in the South from the land of the Nile. 
This Egyptian cotton is of finer texture, with fibers 
of greater strength and length than our own. Better 
wheat has been transplanted from Russia. The fa- 
mous macaroni brand is a development from foreign 
seed. It will grow in soils where common wheat 
would languish, thus widely extending our wheat 
area. Tea has been transplanted from the Orient 
with gratifying results. Larger and better fruits 
are produced in various parts of this country where 
frost hitherto has prevented a harvest. Hardihood 
has been bred into them by cross fertilizing with 
imported varieties. 1500 new kinds of seeds and 
plants were introduced by the Department in 1904, 
including grapes from the Russian Caucasus, man- 
goes from India, barley from Moravia, cherry trees 
from Russia, etc. The work of this Bureau has 
already been of great practical benefit to the farmer 
and it promises to add billions to our horticultural 
wealth in the near future, 


Chemical Tests of Soil—Food and 


Fertilizer 


from any state are made by the Bureau of Chem- 
istry free of charge and they are of immense value 
to all forms of agriculture. They determine exactly 
the fertility of any given piece of land, the kind of 
crops it will grow, the kind of fertilizer it needs and 
what crop rotation may be needed for enriching 
it indefinitely. The food values of fodder are 
exactly determined, by chemical analysis, so that 
waste may be lessened and stock value increased. 
No farmer today need gamble about fertilizer. He 
can know in advance what to get for his fields by 
applying to the government. The information is 
his for the asking. When one considers that 
$70,000,000 are spent every year for commercial 
fertilizer in this country—the vaiue of this Bureau 
is apparent, 
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The Entomological Bureau 


is the farmer's soil physician. It discovers for him 
what insects are helpful to his crop and how to 
noutish them. It also singles out the harmful par- 
asite for attack and applies the remedy. A way 
has thus been found to eliminate disastrous crop 
failures due to the pest of insects and other natural 
enemies of plant life. The boll wee vil of the south, 
for instance, menaced the cotton crop with ruin 
until the government studied this prolific destroyer 
and is now striving to put him to rout. This Bu- 
reau has done wonderful work in developing pos- 
sibilities of soil inoculation by nitrogenous bacteria, 
which draw from the air that most needed of plant 
foods—nitrogen, and thus furnish not only the best 
but the cheapest of fertilizers. 


Weather Forecast 


is familiarly known to all city dwellers as an inter- 
esting function of our federal government. But to 
the farmer it is becoming a very practical safeguard. 
As the Bureau’s methods become more and more 
scientific—based upon wide observation of air 
currents, humidity, atmospheric pressure, etc.—its 
forecasts materialize more exactly. Today weather 
is foretold weeks in advance. Rain, storm, heat 
and cold—flood, drouth and frost can be utilized 
or guarded against by daily information from Wash- 
ington gathered from all parts of the country by 
telephone and furnished the farmer a few hours 
later by rural delivery. Millions of dollars’ worth 


of cattle and produce have thus been saved from 


untimely destruction by the elements and a grave 
danger to agriculture removed in many regions. 


Free Rural Delivery 


into even the remotest farm regions keeps tillers of the 
soil in daily communication with the outside world. 
Magazines, newspapers, farm journals, government 
bulletins, crop and weather reports, personal and 
business mail—are brought to the farmer's door- 
step from any quarterorany distance. Merchandise 
can be ordered by mail often at prices which are 
considerably lower than city folks have to pay their 
local merchants. The markets of the world are 
accessible to the modern farmer through wide ex- 
tension of free rural delivery of mail. The time is 
rapidly coming, in fact, when city life will have few 
if any advantages which a modern rural community 
does not enjoy and the former has many disadvan- 
tages.

wa 
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Carriers Push Campaign for Safe 
Handling of Explosives. 


TRAINS THAT ARE ON TIME. 


Three Lines Report Creditable Records 
of Passenger Flyers. 


With a view to reducing to a minimum the 
losses of life and to property which in the 
past have attended the shipment of danger- 
ous explosives, inflammable articles, and 
acids, the railroads are conducting an active 
campaign for the safer transportation of this 
class of freight. The campaign extends to 
the railroad freight agents, and to the manu- 
facturers ot these articles. 

The roads are guided by elaborate rules 
laid down by the interstate commerce com- 
mission, compliance with which is being pro- 
moted by the bureau of explosives of the 
American Railway association, headed by 
Col. B. W. Dunn, on leave of absence from 
the United States army for this purpose. 

On July 1 of this year revised rules for the 
transportation of acids and inflaammabies 
were put into effect the commission. These 
have ben adopted individually by the roads 
comprising the railway association, operat- 
ing 246,172 miles of railway in the United 
States, Canade, and Mexico. 


Inspectors Help Enforce Rules. 

The railroad bureau maintains twenty local 
inspectors stationed at the larger cities, 
whose duties are to see that the regulations 
are observed by inspecting shipment and 
condemning those not properly marked or 
packed. The inspectors assigned to Chicago 
and vicinity are C. A. Newell, F. B. Mell 
vaine, and P. D. Estes. 

At a meeting of the Local Freight Agents’ 
association of this city on Kriday Inspector 
Newell explained the regulations in detail to 
the railroad men. To promulgate the rules 
among the shippers a committee was ap- 
pointed consisting of A. J. Hitt, local freight 
agent of the Rock Island; T. E. Wayman of 
the Big Four, and F. C. Nichols of the Balti- 
more and Ohio. 

Fully 400,000,tons of explosives are trans- 
ported annually by the railroads, and during 
the first seven months.of the existence of the 
explosive bureau a saving of approximately 
$400,000 in losses to property was reported.

The boasts of the New York Centra) and 
Burlington roads of the remarkable records 
made by their fast trains has called forth a 
statement concerning the record of the eight- 
een hour Pennsylvania special. From June 
12, 1905, when the train was started, to 
June 12, 1909, 2.922 trips were made, and 
upon 2,483, or 8 per cent of these trips, the 
train reached its destination on time, or with- 
in five minutes of its schedule. The actual 
running time of the special from Jersey City 
to Chicago is seventeen hours and forty-one 
minutes, or 57.2 miles an hour. 

During the period, therefore, the train has 

tovered 2,655,744 miles, and 2,145,740 miles 
were covered on schedule time. From New 
York to Chicago the train was on time tothe 
minute 1,159 times out of 1,461 tripa, while 
from Chicago to New York the train arrived 
exactly on schedule 1,202 days. For the 
month of. June, 1900, the train was absolutely 
on time every day.
